Rheims, Aug. 20. — Flying in straight 
lines, making wide turns, or wheeling 
abruptly, travelling slow and fast, and 
higli and low, aeroplanes offered a 
striking spectacle to 15,000 persons on 
tho Held of Bethany today. 

Two slight accidents occurred. M. 
Dumanest, driving an Antoinette ma- 
chine, came to the ground sideways 
and broke one of the runners of his 
aeroplano, and M. Goffroy, hi an 
Esnauit-Palterio monoplane, had ac- 
complished a night of a kilometre when 
the machine struck a hedge, demolish 
ing its propeller. 

This was the second practice day be- 
fore the commencement of tho prize 
flight of aviation week, and many of 
the aviators took advantage of the fa- 
vorable weather to try out their craft. 
Glen Curtiss, the American, was given 
an ovation after a flight of seven min- 
utes. Although the motor of his ma- 
chine was a bit erratic, the biplane 
sped straight without swaying. Mr, 
Curtiss declared that he was ready for 
the races. 

Hubert Latham also was applauded 
for a spectacular flight of ton minutes. 
M. Bleriot. driving a small .forty-horse 
power monoplane, made a series of 
manoeuvres, during which he demon- 
strated his masterful hand at aviation. 

M. Sommer, who recently, though 
.unofficially, .beat Wilbur Wright's roc 
ord for duration of flight, speeded 
across the nlateu during the> afternoon 
and was lost sight of in the haze. ( It 
was thought by the spectators that h6 
had descended, but he suddenly reap- 
peared. "When he landed he announced 
that he had been to the village of Vin- 
ney. During the evening there was 
some wind, tout Count -de Lambert and 
Lefevre, both using Wright bi-planea, 
braved the breeze and simultaneously 
made evolutions which demonstrated 
tho ease with which machines of the 
Wright model may bo sailed. Lefevre 
was particularly successful In hand- 
ling his craft. Once he wheeled abrupt- 
ly over the heads of the spectators. 

'Mr. Curtiss was not greatly sur- 
prised when informed that the Wright 
brothers had brought suit against the 
Aeronautic society of New York, al- 
leging that the Curtiss machine in- 
fringes certain of their patents. He 
said he had known for some time that 
something of this nature was contem- 
plated, but he failed, to see how it 
would result in anything but a lot of 
litigation.' "There is nothing to sup- 
port the charge of Infringement," Mr. 
Curtiss declared. "The best answer to 
this is the fact, known to everybody, 
that we made public flights in Amer- 
ica long before the Wrights did. This 
shows that there could not have been 
an imitation of their machine by us." 

The aviators were amused tonight 
over an offer received by Augustus 
Post, secretary of the Aero club of 
America, from a Frenchman weighing 
250 pounds, who says ho will give $100 
to each and every aeroplanlst who 
will take him with them in their 
flights. 

STICKS TO RAFFLES 

Hamilton Trades and Labor Council 
Decides That It Will Not Forego 
Usual Practice 



Hamilton, Ont., Aug. 20. — Attacked 
by Sir Thomas Taylor, former sup- 
reme court judge of Manitoba, for 
having lotteries and raffles on their 
annual field day, the trades and labor 
council threshed the matter out thor- 
oughly tonight, and decided that it 
would not stop the practice, as the 
members considered they were with- 
in the law. They make many grants 
annually to charitable schemes, and 
have helped the sick and hospitals In 
this city and Toronto for several 
years. To avoid any further trouble 
about' the matter, however, they crea- 
ted a charitable fund, and It will be 
made up of the proceeds of all draw- 
ings. This fund will be permanent. 

Electrician Killed 
Vancouver, Aug. 20. — Harold Hicks, 
a young electrician, was killed today 
at tho Anglo-American lumber com- 
pany's mill. He slipped while ad- 
Justing a' wire, and caught hold of 
the latter with his feet, touching tho 
galvanized iron roof. As a result of 
the circuit formed, a death-dealing 
voltage passed through his body which 
was terribly charred. 

Railway Project in Asiatic Turkey 
Constantinople, Aug. 20— The Cham- 
ber of Deputies today discussed tho 
question of granting a concession to 
an .American .syndicate . which . seeks 
to construct a railroad fnom Sivas, 
Asiatic Turkey, to Lake Van, near the 
Persian frontier, a distance of 1,250 
miles. The ministers of public works 
and lllfallCe supported the plans.

Montreal, Aug. 20.— In spite of tho 
fact that tho 'Mauretania, -of the Cun- 
ard lino, made the fastest voyago ever 
accomplished between Liverpool and 
New York with the mails on her voy- 
age which ended on Thursday, the 
Empress of Ireland of the C. P. R. was 
able to land her malU In .the < Mon- 
treal postofflce at 10 o clock' Thursday 
night and they were delivered yester- 
day morning by the same delivery as 
those from the 25-knot an hour sub- 
sidized boat of tho Cunard line. The 
Mauretania makos 25. knots' an hour, 
but the fact that the Ireland took the 
St. Lawrence route enabled her to land 
her malls at Rimouski on Thursday 
morning, which permitted the.apecial 
train to rush thorn through to western 
points with all speed.

John Roberts Counts' Himself 
in Hard Luck With Money 
Experiment 

Louisville, Ky., Aug. 20. — Flippancy 
with a dignified station agent of tho 
Louisville and Nashville railroad and 
dishonor among thieves, are among 
the causes revealed today for the ar- 
rest of John Roberts, the million peso 
counterfeiter. 

Roberts, confessed chief maker of 
the spurious notes, was roadily loca- 
ted near Simpsonvllle, because the 
agent, approached by Deputy United 
States Marshal Blaydes, remembered 
that a "fat guy" in alighting from a 
train some days ago had called him 
"old sport." 

The treachery ascribed by John Ro- 
berts is against his brother Marion, 
who, he suys, stole some of the Mexi- 
can notes from the trunk and used 
them to make tho proposition to J. 
M. Fetter & Co., Louisville brokers, 
which led to Marion Roberts' capture. 

John Roberts examined Mexican 
money carefully when he was employ- 
ed as engineer on a Mexican rail- 
road, and for the last live years in 
New York he had been experimenting 
on making pesos until his work be- 
came almost perfect. Had Marlon 
Roberts shared only the. small ambi- 
tions of his brother and been content 
to go with John a week ago to Mexico 
and disposed of the "million," John 
declares they would have boon living 
oft the proceeds for years to come. 



Mexico City, Aug. 20.— General Ber- 
nardo Royes, governor of the state of 
Nuevo Leon, and opposition candidate 
for the vico-presldency, Is surrounded 
by a detachment of government troops 
in tho mountains near Galeaja, Nuevo 
Leon. No overt act has yet been com- 
mitted, and it is reported that Senor 
Reyes Is merely being held under 
surveillance, by the federal authorities. 

A number of members of tho Reyist 
party have been arrested at Torreon, 
state of Coahulla, and Xochlmllco, ten 
miles southeast of Mexico City, for 
holding meetings. They are charged 
With disorderly conduct. 

Today was General Reyes' birthday, 
and a celebration in honor of the event 
is planned for Monday. 

Special despatches from various 
parts of Northern Mexico agree that 
the situation throughout the region Is 
one of much political unrest. General 
Trevlno, the newly appointed com- 
mander of the third military zone, is 
acting with vigor and decision, and 
during the past two days troops have 
been moved quickly to places where 
they will be most needed in case of 
Borlous disturbances. The government 
has the situation well in hand. 

Buying Arms 

Monterey, Mex., Aug. 20. — Not a 
weapon of any kind could be bought 
here today. Half of the men of the 
town are tarrying concealed weapons. 
Lodges of clandestine MasonB, who 
recognize General Reyes as chief, are 
preparing a demonstration at Ala- 
meda. Trouble Is feared.

WEST INDIA TRADE 

Royal Commission Appointed by Homo 
Government Holds Meeting 
for Organization 

London, Aug. 20.— The West Indies 
royal commission, to which Hon. 
Messrs. Fielding and Paterson were 
appointed members, held a meeting 
at the colonial olllce today for organ- 
ization, Lord Balfour of Burleigh 
presiding. All the members except 
Mr. Paterson were present. 

Lord Balfour of Burleigh and Sir 
John Dickson Poynder the British 
commissioners, will sail for New York 
on September 11th, being unable to 
secure accommodation on the Cana- 
dian lines. It Is expected that tho 
ilrst meeting of the. commission will 
be held in Ottawa on September 21st, 
and meetings will follow of commer- 
cial bodies if they so desire at Mon- 
treal, Quebec, Halifax, St. John and 
Toronto. The commissioners will 
then adjourn for several months and 
resume tho hearings in the Wost In- 
dies during one of the winter months. 

A prominent West Indian says that 
the labors of the trade commission 
will likely bo difficult, owing to tho 
varying conditions In the different 
Islands. "In Jamaica particularly, 
fear of American retaliation is still a 
bugbear. What we should do Is to 
show that wc have much wo can offer 
Canada."

Sweetsburg, • Que., Aug. 20. — Ten 
prisoners confined in the district jail 
here made a desperate attempt to 
escape this evening. 

During the absence of Mile Milti- 
more, the jailer, the institution was 
left in- charge of M. Soott, his assist- 
ant, who Is 78 years old. Tonight 
when Scott entered the corridor to 
lock up _the prisoners for the night the 
men fell upon him and knocked him to 
the ground.

DOCTORS GATHER 



Members of Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation Arrive in Winnipeg 
for Convention 



Winnipeg, Aug. 20.— Dr. George El- 
liott, secretary of the Canadian Medical 
association and Dr. Reeve, former dean 
of tho medical faculty of Toronto Uni- 
versity, arrived In tho city nt noon to- 
day, the first eastern medical men to 
come In for tho meeting of tlie associa- 
tion to be hold hero next week. 

Among the physicians who are now 
on tho way west from Toronto are Dr. 
Adam Wright. Dr. G. Wishart and Dr. 
C. J. Hastings, all well known to tho 
profession. Dr. Hastings is the chair- 
man of the milk commission of the as- 
sociation, an agitation regarding the 
milk question having been started by 
him in Ottawa at the convention last 
year. Ho will make his report as the 
chairman of thin commission at this 
meeting, and addresses on the subject 
will bo delivered by Dr. Rutherford ' of 
Ottawa and A. McGill, the chief an 
alylst of the department of inland rev 
onuo. 

Dr. Elliott stated that the question of 
Dominion registration would r oa dis- 
cussed. Ontario Is sending two dele- 
gates west to discuss tho matter with 
the representatives of the western 
provinces. 

Thoro will be a meeting next Monday 
of tho Canadian Medical Protective as 
soolatlon. at which Dr. Powell, the presi 
dent will preside. 



Montreal, Aug. 20. — This afternoon's 
session of the royal commission was 
the most interesting held for many 
days. As a result of the evidence, two 
aldermen came out somewhat singed. 

Some time ago Dr. Lafleur swore 
that ho had given Alderman Nault $300 
for appointment to the board of health. 
Today Nault went on the stand and 
sworo that Lalleur's story was false. 
He did not know Lafleur at all, and 
had never seen him until the day when 
the appointment was mado by the 
health committee. There were only 
two candidates, Dr. Lafleur and Dr. 
Ward. ' Mr. Laflamme elicited from 
the witness that while he had never 
known Dr. Lafleur, he had known Dr. 
Ward for twently-flve years, and knew 
he was a good physician. Then ho 
was asked to explain why it was that 
he had voted for Lafleur, whom ho 
did not know, and of whose attain- 
ments he was ignorant, instead of Dr. 
Ward, whom he did know, and whom 
he knew to be a very good man. Uic 
reply of tho witness to that was that 
Lafleur was a French-Canadian and 
Ward an Englishmen, and he voted for 
Lafleur because he was French. . 
, As nearly half of the electors in Ald- 
erman Nault's district are English, his 
explanation probably means his alder- 
manic death. 

Tho second sensation came when 
Julius Burrltt was' called to the stand. 
Ho Is a partner in the firm of Cote 
Bros., who supplied an elevator for the 
city hall. Ho denied that he had paid 
a cent for the contract,: and then, "un- 
der Mr. Laflamme's skillful examina- 
tion was finally persuaded to confess 
that ho had placed $700 in-bills on tho 
desk of Alderman Lesperance as a 
recognition of services rendered in con- 
nection with securing the contract in 
question. 

Alderman Lesperance was not pres- 
ent, and tho cross-examination of the 
witness was postponed. 



HEART DISPLACED 



Toronto Man's Case Somewhat Puz- 
zling for Doctors — Heart Is on 
Right Hand Sido 

Toronto, Aug. 20. — Frank Thomas, 
of 23 Hlllsboro street, was taken to St. 
Michael's hospital two weeks ago suf- 
fering from severe pains in. the region 
of the heart. The. doctors on examin- 
ing him mado the astonishing discov- 
ery that his heart had moved from its 
normal position on the left side, and is 
now doing its work on the right side, 
next to the lungs. The cavity which 
was left on the left side had filled up 
with matter, and It was this which 
caused tho pain. Tho doctors say that 
the heart was forced out of position by 
tho pressure of gas formed by acute 
indigestion. The^ case Is a most re- 
markable one, being almost the only 
one on record where such a state of 
affairs has not proved fatal. No at- 
tempt will be made to replace the 
heart, as it is working well, and does 
not seem to bo affecting the right lung, 
against which it is resting.

Prairie Demand 



Winnipeg, Aug. 20. — The cry for har- 
vesters and laborers in the Western 
hurvest fields is becoming urgent, and 
a demand for help is voiced In tele- 
grams constantly pouring Into the C.

RIFFS ATTACK 



Spanish Convoy Is in Danger — Report- 
ed Killing of Six Hundred 
Spaniards 

Melilla, Aug. 20. — Rlfflans today made 
a determined attack on the Spanish con- 
voy. In the fighting two Spaniards were 
killed and several wounded, but the at- 
tack was repulsed. 

Lisbon, Aug. 20. — rSix hundred Span- 
lards have been killed, according to dis- 
patches received today, in the campaign 
started Wednesday by General Marina 
against the Riff tribesmen. 

Tho messages, which are unconfirmed, 
are from Melilla and stated that sev- 
eral of General Marina's battalions have 
mutinied, either Joining the Moors, or 
fleeing toward French possessions in 
Morocco. 

After being decisively defeated in 
his latest campaign, General Marin was 
compelled to retire to Melilla to await 
reinforcements.

TO BE EMPLOYED 



Citizens Strenuous Campaign* 
to. Carry B. C, Electric 
' Byiaw 



With superabundant energy, which 
spells a determination to succeed, the 
citizens' committees organized for the 
purpose of urging the Victoria pro- 
pertv holders to sanction the passage 
of the .13. C. Electric by-law have 
opened a vigorous campaign. A meet- 
ing of committees representing wards 

-1, and 5 was held In the rooms next 
Copaa and Young's store, Fort street, 
last night, at which the questions of 
canvassing and organizing were dis- 
cussed In all their bearings. 

A number of new reasons in support 
of the by-law came up at the meeting. 
Among the most ■ Interesting: of these 
were the facts that the construction 
of the power .apparatus would give em- 
ployment to from. 500 to 700 men, No- 
thing but white labor will be engaged 
on the work. The Electricity company 
have promised to do their utmost to 
have the power Installed by December, 
1910, although the agreement only calls 
for its completion inside of three years. 
Immediately on the passage of the by- 
law, work will be commenced on the 
pole lines, pipe lines, and the con- 
struction of dams. 

With all the data In favor of the 
power scheme at their command, the 
committees are leaving no loophole 
oijen to prevent its passage. A ladles' 
committee, numbering some twenty- 
members, has also been organized, and 
a large section of the lady property 
holders in the city have promised to 
use their influence with the other pro- 
perty owners of the fair sex. 

Efforts are now being made to se- 
cure the Victoria Theatre on Tuesday 
evening, and a mass meeting of citi- 
zens will be held, when both the B. C. 
Electric and the Esqulmalt Water 
Works by-laws will be discussed. 
Speakers, both for and against the 
measures, will bo invited to attend, 
each speaker being limited to fifteen 
minutes. At this meeting the lady 
property owners in the city are speci- 
ally invited to be present. 

For polling day, next Thursday, a 
large number of vehicles, Including 
hacks, carriages, and autos. have been 
promised by enterprising citizens who 
are working for the passage of the 
power by-law. All others interested 
in a scheme which will mean so much 
for the future prosperity of the city, 
and who possess vehicles of any. kind, 
are asked to lend them for the purpose 
of carrying voters to the polls. 

The Joint committee meeting held 
last night was a most enthusiastic af- 
fair, well attended, the spirit of the 
gathering being that if Victoria failed 
to approve the power scheme by-law 
the city would continue to mark time 
Instead of marching in the van of pro- 
gress with the other cities pf the west.

LOCAL LIBERALS 



Abolition of Patronage List De- 
prives Them of Campaign 
Funds 



MORE CONSTABLES 
TO ENFORCE LAW 

Provincial Police Department 
Send More Men Into Skeena 
River Territory 



The abolition of the patronage list 
in the Marine and Fisheries depart- 
ment of the Dominion government has 
placed the Liberals of Victoria in a 
peculiar fix. Hitherto the local Liberal 
firms which received government con- 
tracts have liberally subscribed to the 
"Grit" fund for carrying out elections. 
Now the local Liberals are fully per- 
suaded that they are on the eve of a 
provincial election, and as sinews of 
war they want some $5,000. But the 
exchequer is dry. The genial springs 
which were wont to flow, at the bid- 
ding of the local Liberal chiefs, re- 
main dammed up. "No contracts, no 
campaign money," is the cry of the 
tlrms, for the contracts have, In 
a number of Instances recently- 
been given to Conservative linns in, 
the city, they tendering the lowest. 

Daunted but atlll sanguine the Lib- 
erals here have hit upon a device 
which apparently has all the merit of 
originality. They have written to the 
Hon. L. P. .Brodeur, the minister of 
the Murine and Fisheries Department, 
pointing out to him the quandary they 
nre in, .' The Conservative firms to 
whom the contracts have been award- 
ed, they say, 'seem disinclined to con- 
tribute to the Liberal campaign funds. 
Through the withdrawal of . the pat- 
ronage list their source of Income Is 
dried up, and whither will they turn— 
whither but to the minister who con- 
trols the destinies of that department, 
the machinations of which gave rise 
to such a grlevlous state of affairs. 
So Mr. Brodeur lias been asked if he 
will help the Victoria Liberals In their 
latest dilemma. - Whether they, expect 
a personal contribution, or whether 
they believe-iti should come out of the 
Dominion exchequer, can bo left to 
the conjecture of the public. 



To preserve order" in the immense 
territory of which Hazelton is the 
centre, a new provincial police district 
of Hazelton and Omlnoca lias recently 
been formed, and James Maitianf! 
Dougal, chief constable at Duncans, 
has been appointed chief constable- of 
the new district witli headquarters at 
Hazelton. He has left for the north, 
and with him arc Provincial Constable 
Graham, of Vancouver, Constable Bel- 
son, of Duncans, and at Kltselas, on 
the Skeena, he will be joined by Con- 
stable Cullln. One constable will be 
stationed In the Bulkley Valley dis- 
trict and the others will be stationed 
at Hazelton. 

Heretofore the Immense territory 
comprised in the new police district 
has been under the charge of Con- 
stable. Doan, but since ■ the Indian 
troubles and the increase of the white 
population, consequent on construc- 
tion work on the G. T. P., the neces- 
sity of more police protection has be- 
come apparent. It is not so much be- 
cause of the Indian unrest that this 
step has been .taken as that many 
complaints of illicit liquor selling and 
the selling of intoxicants to Indians 
have been received by the department 
and a determined effort will be made 
to put a stop to it. This will bo the 
principal work of the new force. If 
it is found that the additions to the 
force now made is not sufficient, the 
department will at once send more 
men, as it is determined to enforce 
law and order at whatever cost. 



BIDWELL BAY LAND 



Dominion Government Preparing to 
Place it on Market in Acre and 
Half-acre Lots 

Vancouver, Aug. 20. — Several hun- 
dred acres of Dominion Government 
lands at Bldwell Bay on the North 
Arm of Burrard Inlet, forming Ideal 
sites for summer residents, are now 
being sub-divided into acre and half- 
acre tracts, and will be placed on the 
market this fall. The sale will llkcy 
bo conducted by public auction. ..... 

The area in question is located about 
three miles beyond Roche Point, and 
within the railway belt. . The interior 
department had not hitherto been in 
a position to -deal with It owing to 
the oxlstenco of a timber lease, which 
was cancelled recently. The. subdivi- 
sion . work is now being carried" out 
by A. W. Johnson, a Dominion, land 
surveyor, who was despatched , from 
Ottawa. It Is being done on lines that 
will harmonize with the physical con- 
figurations i6f the land, which, unlike 
most portions of the' North" Arm,' has 
a .gradual ascent from the shore and' 
Is "well covered with soil.

Sir, — Victoria has had good times and 
we must all admit that at the present 
time on the whole tho people of .this 
city are prosperous. 

Supposing- tomorrow all city work 
should stop? What would be the eon- 
sequences to the worktngmen of this 
city? — No work, hard times, unpaid bills, 
hungry children. 

Get out to the polls, men, and vote 
for tho by- law to take .over the Esqui- 
mau Water Works. They can give us 
fifteen million gallons per day of water 
That will fill our fountains, water our 
lawns and gardens and make our parks, 
instead of burnt up wastes, beautiful 
patches of green in the most beautiful 
place In the world. Victoria's beauty la 
one of her chief assets; make the city 
beautiful, and the people with money 
to spend will come here to have their 
homes, and spend their holidays. That 
will mean work here for all time for 
ourselvos and our children. 

This is a critical period in the city of 
Victoria's advancement, one moment of 
hesitation and we doom ourselves to a 
period of bad times and slumber. All 
we have to do is to believe In our city 
and ourselves, and the city will grow. 
Vancouver, Seattle, Taconm and other 
cities on the coast are stepping fast to 
get the people and the growth, and we 
must go with them if wo would ad- 
advance. 

The city council has made a good 
agreement with the B. C. lClectric Hall- 
way, one that protects the citizens and 
the public good.

The supreme Importance of this by- 
law to the city of Victoria strikes me 
so strongly that I tremble for fear the 
people of tills city may not realize !t 
and may through apathy or neglect not 
vote for it and thereby turn it down.

proposed policy, when the country sur- 
rounding Victoria will be teeming with 
population. Land now used as meadows 
or standing uncleared as wood lots will 
be utilized as fruit gardens, vegetable 
gardens and poultry farms. The peo- 
plo in this country will have the street 
car at their door and will be able to 
market their products quickly and eco- 
nomically. Victoria will be the place 
that will reap the "jenefit of all this 
progress. 

These two by-laws go hand in hand. 
Wo want them both passed. There is 
not a doubt but that the city should own 
all the available water supply In this 
vicinity, that has been tho great cry 
against Victoria. No water! no water! 

Today the B. C. Electric Railway 
takes 12.000.000 gallons of water per 
dlcm for power purposes from the Es 
qulmalt Water Works. 

When the Jordan river scheme Is com 
pleted this water will be available fo 
our citizens for domestic and power pur 
poses. 

The local government through tin 
persistent and efficient effort of ou 
stalwart representative, Mr. H. B 
Thomson, gave the city the right to ex 
proprlatc the Esquimau Water Works 
at a valuation as set by arbitration, The 
Esquimau Water Works company 
fought Mr. Thomson at every tuj'.n of 
the road, in their attempt to stop, this 
legislation .of allowing the. city to take 
over their interest?. That should show 
us that they know they have a most 
valuable asset and a "cinch" on the 
people which they will later proceed to 
twist and hold us up as they are doing 
even already. The men at the head of 
the Esquimau Water Works company 
are dangerous men to have in control 
of an interest that effects the welfare 
of the public as that of water supply. 
They aro not studying the public good, 
but arc studying their own gain. Now 
is the time for us to rid ourselves of 
this "Octopus," and have tho city own 
and control the whole of tho water sup- 
ply. 

We should look with suspicion on the 
man who advocates at this time against 
the by-laws. lie Is likely to have some 
private interest at the Dock of his sup- 
posed convictions or he is ignorant of 
the true state of affairs.

Yes, buy the water from the Esqui- 
mau company and avoid jorrowing and 
bungling. Tho city will own its own ; 
water works as now and manage and 
distribute the supply from Esquimau 
company and make a profit.

Sir — The Colonist is a strong advocate 
for the purchase by the city of the Gold- 
stream water system, and there is no 
reason why the writer on this subject 
should not be entitled to his individual 
opinion, which I for one do not Intend 
to combat, but to give my own opinion 
to the ratepayers for what it Is worth. 
1 have not changed my opinion and still 
think it would be safer for the citizens 
to purchase water from the Esquimau 
company, thus avoiding more borrow- 
ing, and running the risk of injudicious 
expenditure — If not waste. Take our 
present system under municipal man- 
agement, bow incomplete and unsatis- 
factory. The reservoir on which such 
large sum has 'jcen recently spent, 
empty and undergoing rrpairs ere it got 
into operation, at a time when more 
water is used and required; and in tho 
face of this condition the commissioner 
reports, "the reservoir is all right and 
up to date," this at a time when he has 
men patching. If all right why patch? 
Mr. Gait's report is on the same line. 
No one, however clever, can tell where 
the defect in the reservoir 1b by a cur- 
ory look. What is the value of Mr. 
Adams' postmortem valedictory and 
adopted by the council; a most useless 
and ill-advised adoption, thereby taking 
Itself the responsibility for the 
shortcoming of Mr. Adams. Ho, or 
whoever with him, appointed an over- 
seer of the building of the reservoir are 
principally to blame. What benefit has 
the city received from Mr. Adams' opin- 
ion for the large sums paid him? None, 
None. 

Aro any of tho foregoing statements 
of fact a good reason to place more 
money In the hands of the city council 
for water works? I think not. We may 
be told, but this money is borrowed on 
the water rates. True, but wo pay the 
water revenue and the more, money is 
borrowed the higher will be tho price 
of water, and in case of a deficiency 
In rates to meet Interest we have to pay. 
The ratepayers will use their own com- 
mon sense in this matter, and I will 
use mine. Tho Colonist refers to the 
apathy of our citizens with respect to 
tho two very important by-laws' to be 
voed. on soon.

Victoria and Barkley .Sound Bailway. j 

Tho idea might be gathered that the 
fortunes of tho railway company were 
linked with the 13. F. Graham Lumber, 
company and the operation of a largo 1 
mill at Esquimau harbor by that lum- 
ber company was dependent upon tho i 
building of the proposed railway. The ■ 
truth Is tho B. F. Graham Lumber com- 1 
pany Is the only company holding tim- 1 
ber between tlie height of land to the' 
west of Nlt-in-at Lake and Sooke that 
can log their limits without the inter- j 
ventlon of the Victoria and Barkloy 
bound railway. 

When tlie B. F. Graham company 1 
erect their proposed export mill they j 
will be able to operate it to its fullest 
capacity by booms of logs brought up 
the Straits of Juan Oe Fuca. 

The Straits of Juan Uc Puca have an 
undeserved bad name as being particu- 
larly dangerous waters through which 
to tow booms of logs. The experience 
of the B. F. Graham Lumber company 
has been that with the reasonable care- 
fulness on the part of the tug boat 
their logs are not in Jeopardy until tlie 
tow is to the eastward of Discovery j 
island, and even then the liability to 
loss Is less than that incurred by the! 
tows in the Gulf of Georgia. 

The other holders of tlie timber in 
that district proposed to be served by 
the Victoria and Barkley Sound railway' 
will bo dependent upon the building of 
that road for tlie logging and milling 
of their timber, while tlie question as to 
whother the B. F. Graham Lumber com- 1 
pany utilize that road to bring their 
timber to their mill on Esquimau har- 
bor, will depend wholly upon the rela- 
tive cost. 

It is true that three of the syndicate 
having In hand the promotion of th° 
V. & B. S, railway are members of the 
B. F, Graham Lumber company, but that 
is only an incident. When the matter 
of promoting this railway was broached 
to them their knowledge of the south- 
west of Vancouver Island made them 
quick to see tlie necessity and the pos- 
sibilities of the proposed railway, and 
they Joined tlie syndicate. ! • "

the railway, they procured the serv- 
ices of n locating railway engineer hav- 
ing experience on Vancouver Island and 
sent him to mako a thorough rcconnais- 
ance of the territory through which It 
was proposed to bulid the railway. Tho 
report resulting from this' investigation 
was such that on the 2Sth of June last 
he took the field with a full party to 
mako a thorough preliminary survey of 
the route from Esquimau harbor to the 
Gordon river. 

This action has bee njuslifled by the 
result that the maximum grade east- 
ward (the direction of heavy hauling) 
will not exceed one per cent, over the 
moat broken parts of the route. 



The survey is being restricted at this 
time to that ground between Esquimau 
harbor and Gordon river (Port Ren- 
frew) a distance of some fifty-six miles 
because that is all the distance there 
is any hope of attaining before Christ- 
mas, and for the further reason that a 
thorough rcconnalsance of the territory 
beyond the Gordon river will have to 
bo made before the preliminary survey. 
Wo know that there is a feasible rail- 
way route • between the Gordon river 
and Barkley tfound, but it is possible 
that a better route may be found. 

The promoters of the Victoria and 
Barkley Sound railway believe that the 
building and operation, between Victoria, 
Esquimau and the Gordon river, of this 
railway, will produce an Immediate de- 
velopment of that beautiful orchard 
country (have you seen the peaches they 
grow?) lying between Metchosin and 
Otter Point, and also lead directly to 
tho establishment ot several large ox- 
port lumber mills at Esquimau. Sookc 
harbor will also become in all likelihood 



a centre of fish curing and canning in- 
dustry. The location and construction 
of the road to Barkley Sound from Gor- 
don river would follow on completion of 
the first section, and would produce 
equally desirable results. 

Here is a railroad proposed to de- 
velop territory, which is In a peculiar 
sense tributary to the city of Victoria. 
The direct results of the construction 
and operation of this road will come to 
Citizens of Victoria in the. way of in- 
creased employment and business and 
land values. 

Some weeks ago the Colonist in ah 
editorial referring to tills railway, mado 
a statement to tlie effect that Victorians 
should build it. Now, sir, tlie Colonist 
made no mistake when it put forward 
that Idea. Victorians can and should 
build this railway; It is by no means 
an impossibility, and the development 
of tlie territory to be served by the 
proposed railway will be more speedy if 
the road Is built and operated by peo- 
ple who have their material interests 
and homes in this neighborhood. 



An yet In spite of the axiom that a 
man will give more attention to things 
surrounding his home, it has been sug- 
gested many times ' that the syndicate 
(who are Victorians) will never secure 
the. building of the road unless it is 
linked up as an integral part Of a 
transcontinental road. ,when ..instead of 
being a self-contained unit, It would 
only be a branch and feeder under th* 
management of gentlemen hundreds of 
miles nivay from this place.

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STEALING SALMON. 

The Post Intelligencer seems to tal<e 
it for granted that the $10,000 Worfcln 
of salmon alleged to have been stolen 
from traps In Puget Sound waters 
wore brought to British Columbia and 
sold to cannera here. We do not 
think there is any real foundation for 
this opinion, except a statement that 
the supposed thieves went north. In- 
quiry leads us to think there is no rea- 
sonable probability that these ilsh 
came to any cannery in this province. 
The only boats engaged In tlshing in 
this province are seine boats, and the 
average catch of these would not be 
200 Ilsh to the boat, wherefore, if any 
boat should arrive at one of our can- 
neries with the number of Ilsh alleged 
to have been stolen, or anything like 
that number, the fact would become 
known among the cannera and the 
lishermen at once. For this reason we 
think it Is impossible that the stolen 
ilsh can have been disposed of in our 
waters. We agree with the Seattle 
paper that It Is the duty of the provin- 
cial authorities to investigate any com- 
plaint in this regard that may be made 
to them, and we think we can promise 
that everything in this line will be 
clone that can reasonably be expected. 
As yet no information on the subject 
has been laid before the government. 

The Post-Intelllgencer might, while 
it was discussing ' the subject, well 
have made some passing reference to 
the hundreds of thousands of Ilsh 
which the Puget Sound lishermen have 
stolen from the public by their scan- 
dalous disregard of the regulations for 
a close season. Novthlng can excuse- 
the theft of salmon from traps, no 
matter by whom it was committed; 
but at best such an act is only a tem- 
porary injury done an individual, 

the

done to the whole community. Tho 
man who will steal another man's Ilsh 
is no doubt greatly In the wrong, and 
deserves severe punishment If he is 
caught: but he is far less of a public 
enemy than the trap owner who openly 
defies the laws made in the general In- 
terest. Our Seattle contemporary 
wants the United States government 
and the state government to maintain 
an effective patrol of the fishing 
grounds. If the recommendation is 
acted upon, let us hope the patrol will 
be able to compel the Puget Sound 
fishermen to pay some respect to in- 
ternational agreements and the laws 
of their own country.

A PROSPEROUS LOCALITY. 

The Nanalmo Free Press is urging 
the question of electric car service in 
that city and vicinity. It is satisfied 
that there are over 11,000 persons 
who would be served by such a line, 
and claims — we think with justice — 
that this number will greatly increase 
in the near future. Our contemporary 
thinks that an electric railway within 
the city itself might not be found un- 
profitable, and it is satisfied about 
there being plenty of business for it in 
the surrounding districts. We quoto 
what it says on this point, and it is a 
story that is of great interest and full 
of promise: 

However, as things at present are 
there Is a big revenue to be derived 
from tho district, and one which will 
surely increase in the next few years. 
The present railway could be no seri- 
ous competitor, and the idea has al- 
ready been suggested ,of developing 
the Island by means of electric rail- 
ways which would act as feeders to 
the E. & N. There Is no point on the 
Island where that idea is more feasible 
than in Is'anaimo and district. There 
is already a large business to be tap- 
ped, and it will inevitably be many 
times larger. South of the town there 
is South Wellington .and, Extension, 
and all the district in between. Ex- 
tension is not decreasing. It is in- 
creasing, and Nanalmo is the nearest 
business town. The Wellington Col- 
liery company is now engaged In open- 
ing out a new mine a couple of miles 
ibelow Extension, on the McLean 
ranch, almost on the road to the Nan- 
almo River falls. That is to say, tl;e 
new enterprise, which, It is said, will 
be on a bigger scale even than the 
Extension mines, will be nearer Nan- 
almo than is Extension. Then, in the 
Cranberry district a seam of coul eleven 
feet thick has been struck at a depth 
of 300 feet, and here again Important 
developments are to be looked for. The 
Pacific Coal Company's mine is now 
shipping Its own coal from its mine 
at South Wellington, and there again 
there is a growing community for 
whom Nanalmo is the natural business 
centre. On the other side of the city 
there is the East AVellington mine, anil 
sooner or later Jack's mine at Nunooso 
Bay will be opened out, and another 
community will be formed for whom 
connection with Nanalmo will be a ne- 
cessity. We arc also informed that 
another company, largely composed of 
Vancouver capitalists, has acquired 
the coal rights of a number of ranchers 
in tho old AVellington district, . The

THE HIGHER PATRIOTISM 

For some months past there has 
been a great rattling of shields, so to 
speak, in many parts of the British 
Empire. We have hardly talked of 
anything else but Dreadnoughts and 
defence. It had almost come about 
that the test of a man's patriotism 
was tho voclferousness with which he 
could cry out for armaments, and the 
vehemence with which he could assert 
the unfitness of the country to defend 
itself. When the Secretary of State 
returned from his tour of the West 
and said the people of the Prairies 
were thinking more of box-cars than 
battleships, there was a rush of his 
political friends to his defence, as 
though he had asserted an abominable 
heresy. And yet he only told the 
truth. The people of this country, the 
sober-minded people everywhere who 
have a living to make for them- 
selves and their families, the people 
by whose industry iuuI good sense 
this Empire is being built up in Can- 
ada and elsewhere, think for the most 
part very little of battleships. They 
will concede, if they are asked, that 
such things are necessary, and they 
are quite willing to put their hands 
in their pockets to pay for them, 
whim those, who are charged with the 
responsibility of such things, say they 
are wanted; but their main object is 
to do well and profitably the thing 
which lies next to their hands. This 
Is the higher patriotism of which we 
cannot have too much; it would be 
easy to have too much of the kind 
that harps in season and out of season 
upon the Imperative importance of 
raising armies and building ileets. AVe 
have conceded tho duty of Canada to 
do its share towards its own defence 
and that of the Empire; but we have 
not admitted, and do not admit, that 
there Is not a higher duty than this 
resting upon all Canadians — the duty 
of developing their great domain, the 
duty of cleansing tho political arena 
of all that Li corrupt, the duty of 
treating all public questions from tho 
standpoint of the patriot rather than 
from that of the partizan. 

An eastern Conservative contempor- 
ary says "there is no meaning in the 
old party names in this country." The 
observation is of wider application, 
for there is no meaning anywhere in 
the old party names. Issues change 
with the years. The questions that 
divided Liberals a,nd Conservatives in 
Canada even a quarter of a century 
ngo have no place in our politics now, 
still less have the issues upon which 
political battles were fought a half 
century ago. The outlook would be 
bad indeed if every generation had to 
light out again the questions solved 
by its predecessors. But there is one 
thing that remains constant through 
it all. namely, the demands of that 
true patriotism which seeks to make 
the nation strong, prosperous and 
happy. Wc think we see signs that 
this is being more generally recog- 
nized as the chief thing In public life. 
A few newspapers continue in the old 
rut of virulent partisanship; but 
throughout the country generally there 
seems to be a growing sense of tin- 
obligation resting upon all Canadians 
to sink party differences in efforts to 
build up the country.

Road Gang Sent to Gordon 

Head to Assist in Fighting 
| , Raging Bush Fire 



Hurrying fire fighters to the scene 
Of a raging bush fire In Gordon Head 
district yesterday afternoon the pro- 
vincial police . department did good 
work and by its prompt action doubt- 
less saved a large amount of valuable 
property and probably the homes of 
several of the residents in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of the blaze. 

Yesterday morning the fire broke 
out in a large tract of timber opposite 
the ranch of William Holmes on the 
Gordon Head Road. By noon the 
flames had swept over a tract many 
acres in extent and fanned by the 
strong wind threatened destruction to 
a large quantity of standing timber. 
The residents of) ithe- neighborhood 
united in fighting the advance of the 
fire, but were severely hampered by 
want of water and sweep of the fire 
carried ahead by the wind. Word was 
sent into the city for help, and acting 
on the instructions of Hon. R. G. Tat- 
low, the provincial police department 
rushed automobiles to the Beach Road« 
Camp on the Colwood Road where the 
road gang Is at present working. Sev- 
eral of the men in charge of Provincial 
Constable Montelth journeyed in quick 
time to the scene of the lire, and for 
four hours fought hard to stop the 
progress of the tire. By cutting down 
timber and digging trenches the pro- 
gress of the flames were arrested and 
by 9 o'clock last night the tire was 
under control. How the blaze com- 
menced Is not known, but it Is sup- 
posed that carelessness in lighting a 
camp fire was the cause.

ZINITA'S ROUGH 

PASS AGE F ROM TYNE 

Jettisoned Part Cargo In Storm En- 
countered Off the Platte — Came 
via Tasmania 



Giving mute evidence of many a 
hard fought battle with ocean gales, 
her spars shattered and patched, and 
carrying scarcely a foot of the sails 
and cordage with which she sailed 
from Newcastlo-on-Tyne 279 days ago, 
the British bark Zanita, Captain J, H. 
Splvey, reached Seattle yesterday, re- 
insured at -10 per cent., and practically 
given up as lost. The voyage of tho 
bark has been one of continuous gales

and rough weather. ' Her difficulties, 
already reported, occurring between 
Newcastle and Falmouth, from which 
port she last sailed, were but the be- 
ginning of the strenuous passage. She 
has a cargo of fire brick and cement, j 

Off the mouth of the river Platte, in 
the Atlantic, fire brick in her cargo 
shifted, and 100 tons were Jettisoned. 
A storm ten days later sent tho bark 
bo far off her regular course to the 
eastward that the intended route 
around Capo Horn was abandoned, and 
tho Pacific wob finally gained by way 
of the Capo of. Good Hope and to the 
south of Tasmania. , 

Notwithstanding the hardships of 
tho passage,, the Zinita's crew of 26 
men arrived here in good health. For 
the past three months their rations 
havo consisted of hardtack and salted 
and preserved meats. Her fresh water 
supply was exhausted weeks ago, and 
had it not been for frequent rainstorms 
since, the crew would havo suffered 
from thirst. 

Tho hardships of the Zinita date 
from the time that a tug was dropped 
off the Tyne and the vessel's bow turn- 
south tor tho long passage about Cape- 
Horn. A gale that whipped the sails 
to ribbons sprung the main yard, and 
the fore topgallant yard required put- 
ting Into the Downs for repairs. Re- 
suming tho voyage, a second storm de- 
stroyed the new gear that had been 
fitted, and again port was made for re- 
pairs. Falmouth was reached with the 
vessel in a sinking condition. Tho 
stay at Falmouth saw Captain Splvey 
placed in command, repairs made, a 
new crew shipped, and on January 24 
a third start was made. Finally suc- 
cessful, but at the cost of a most dan- 
gerous and wearying passage, tho ves- 
sel was enabled to make tho Pacific by 
changing the course from around Capo 
llnrn to the one about the Cape of 
Good Hope, to tho southwest of Aus- 
tralia and Tasmunia. 

Succession of Gales. 

So desperate were all the storms cn-. 
countered that Captain Splvey Is un- 
able to state which presented greater 
dangers for his command. Free of tho 
English coast, fair progress towards 
the South Atlantic was made. Off tho 
river Platte a ga'o blew up from tho 
shore that increased to a storm that 
burled the bark beneath tho waves. 
AVhile so besot the cargo of firebricks 
shifted. For ton days tho storm con- 
tinued, to weather which it was neces- 
sary to jettison that part of the cargo 
that had broken the lashings. With 
100 tons cast overboard, and tho wea- 
ther slightly moderated, the ship had 
been driven so far off hor course to- 
ward Capo Horn that Captain Splvey 
decided to continue on the longer pas- 
sage about Cape of Good Hope. 

Weakened by the fatigue of lighting 
many gales, the difficulties to be en- 
countered on the longer route about 
Australia, were not disregarded, but 
were accepted as inevitable by Cap- 
tain Spivey, 

Arriving at Cape Flattery after 
something oi' a smart spurt of forty 
days from the Piteairn Islands, the 
Zinita was sighted at sea by the rcv- 
enua cutter tug Snohomish, which was 
cruising on llfcsavlng duty, and towed 
to Neah Bay. 

Extensivo repairs must be made be- 
fore the Zinita is again able to put to 
sea. The injuries beyond frayed and 
badly worn canvas conBlst of tho fore- 
yard badly sprung, the mainyard shat- 
tered. so that It was made serviceable 
only by splicing, and innumerable 
lesser damaged parts.

INDUSTRIES WILL 
LOCATE HERE 

Significance to City of Passage 
of B, C, Electric 
Bylaw 



That manufactures and industries 
will locate in Victoria following tho 
passage of the B, C. Electric by-law, 
as an outconte of which that company 
will Instal a million and a half dollar 
power plant at Jordan River, seems an 
assured fact substantiated by in- 
inquiries received from different parts 
of the continent, as well as by the al- 
most unanimous opinion of local busi- 
ness men. 

During the last few weeks the Van- 
couver Island Development League has 
been in receipt of a number of In- 
quiries from manufacturers and Indus- 
trial firms, who seek to know the ad- 
vantages which this city enjoja, and 
what would be their prospects In open- 
ing here. Yesterday a letter was re- 
ceived from the Corry Upholstering 
company of Chicago, asking .for par- 
ticu'.ars relative to the advantages and 
prospects of the future growth of the 
city, the firm evincing a desire to open 
an upholstering ' manufactory here. 
Similar Inquiries hayo been coming in 
for some time past. 

The Development League officials 
are keenly Interested In the passage of 
the by-law, as they, feel that they will 
then be in a position to answer the 
Inquiries from manufacturers and 
others with more prospects of results 
following. Cheap power and light and 
greatly Increased transportation facili- 
ties they consider "would be largo fac- 
tors In bringing in such firms. The 
opening, up of new^.tfjstrlctB would in- 
crease the markets the latter could 
command, and the" establishment of in- 
dustries and manufactories in and 
near the city would prove an incentive 
to others to come In. 

The Development League, considers 
that the installation of the Jordan 
river power scheme will increase its 
publicity efficiency by at least 25 per 
cent., and the executive members are 
working hard to get the Victoria pro- 
perty owners to record their votes 
next Thursday in favor of the power 
agreement. 

IMPROVED PRESSURE 

. 

Many water users have of late been 
remarking on the decided increase In 
the pressure of the local water sup- 
ply. The old order of things when it 
took half an hour to fill the bath or 
when there was not force enough to 
water the lawn has given place, In 
many sections of tho city, to a decid- 
edly Improved service. Water Com- 
missioner Raymur states that this de- 
sirable condition of affairs is con- 
sequent on the connecting up of tho 
big steel main ion Hillside avenue with 
the rest of the system resulting in tho 
full gravity pressure from the Smith's 
Hill reservoir. Before the pressure 
was dissipated over the system by rea- 
son of the fact that the old mains 
carried the water in such a manner 
that In somo of the higher sections the 
service was up-hill. 

There Is at present five feet of 
water in the reservoir and when this 
is increased tho pressure will natural- 
ly increase. The pressure now stands 
at about sixty pounds to the square 
inch, compared with anything from 
thirty to forty pounds before. 

The improved service. Water Com- 
missioner Raymur points out, is exact- 
ly what Arthur L. Adams, tho city's 
water expert predicted would occur 
when the system was completed. Mr. 
Raymur also states that the reservoir 
is not lenklng In tho least. On the 
contrary it is as dry as a bone.

SEPTUAGENARIAN 
ON MURDER CHARGE 

Man Suspected of Union Bay 
Killing in Jail 
Here 



Four years over the three score and 
ten mark, and a man who in the nat- 
ural order of things has but a few 
years at moat to live, Michael Watt, 
for many years a resident near Union 
Bay, la now in the provincial jail here 
held on a charge of murdering Andrew 
Hogberg, or Anderson, aa he. waa 
sometimes known. 

In charge ot Provincial Constable 
Stephenson, of Nanaimo, the accused 
arrived in the city on the E. & N. 
train yesterday afternoon. In the pos- 
session of tho constable were a num- 
ber of objects which will be mute tes- 
timony at the trial to take place at 
the Nanaimo assizes on October 12th. 
These Include the axe with which 
Watt is believed to have slaughterd 
his onetime friend, a grindstone which 
was found lying beside the body and 
on which are blood stains, the dead 
man's clothing and other evidence in- 
cluding photographs which were taken 
of the dead man as he was found ly- 
ing within a few feet of Watt's cabin. 

To the accused himself is due the 
fact that the police were notified of 
the finding of the body, and subse- 
quent remarks made by him and his 
strange behavior and incoherent talk 
lead the authorities to arrest him on 
the charge of murder. 

Faces Capital Charge 

Watt is charged with murdering on 
tho evening of the 13th or morning of 
tho 14th of August, Hogberg at Baynes 
Sound. Kelson District, In the county 
of Nanaimo. Accordln/r to the evi- 
dence adduced at the preliminary 
hearing which was held this week at 
Nanaiino, Constable Thompson, of 
Cumberland, was notified by a tele- 
phone message from Palmer's hotel, 
near the scene of the murder, that a 
dead body had been found near a 
cabin in the vicinity of the site of 
Doan's old logging camp. The con- 
stable, accompanied by the coroner, 
set out for the hotel and on arriving 
there met Watt, by whom the tele- 
phone message had been sent. On 
their way to Watt's cabin he told 
them that he had discovered the body 
on the morning of the 14th lying just 
outside his cabin, and he believed that 
thero had been foul play, as the head 
of the deceased had been crushed In 
with a grindstone and severely cut 
behind the right car. This grindstone 
he admitted was his own property. 
The evident certainty which Watt dis- 
played as to the manner of Hogberg's 
death, coupled with the fact that he 
stated that he ;md the dead man had 
been together the night before about 
9 o'clock, when Hogberg left his 
(Watt's) cabin to get some whiskey, 
led Thompson to direct his suspicions 
against Watt, 

• Suspicious Facts 

These suspicions were further In- 
creased when, on an examination of 
Watt's cabin, there was found a dou- 
blo-bladed axe, one of the blades of 
which bore what looked like hlood- 
stalns and human hair, while from a 
broken cup on the floor and a quan- 
tity of disarranged dishes on the table 
there was evidence of a struggle. The 
grindstone lying beside the body in 
the yard also bore bloodstains. Hang- 
ing on, a nail In Watt's cabin was 
Hogberg's hat, and near the stove a 
portion of the floor had evidently been 
washed and cleaned. Watt was plac- 
ed under arrest and taken to Cumber- 
land, where an examination of his 
clothing showed what looked like 
bloodstains. When told he was under 
arrest, Watt said, "I must expect this 
seeing that the body was found at my 
cabin," and later In jail the old man 
muttered something about "Them 
people talking. I never seen them," 
and "that little girl talks too much," 
and then he said, "I swear to God I 
was drunk when I (lone it. That is 
what I mean if I did do it to the old 
man." 

Young Girl's Story 

Further Investigation resulted in the 
finding of the girl to whom Watt re- 
ferred in his rambling talk. At the 
preliminary trial Lizzie MuBchamp, a 
girl barely In her tesns, testified that 
on Saturday morning about S:15 
o'clock, August 14th, while she and 
her brother were out after some cat- 
tle, they met Michael Watt on the 
public road near the end of the road 
leading to his cabin. Watt asked 
them to wait as he wished to talk to 
them, and when he had come up with 
them he stated that there was a dead 
man lying near his cabin whom ho 
thought was Hogberg. He asked tho 
two children to go and see, but they 
refused, and the girl advised him to 
go to Palmer's hotel and notify the 
police. Watt asked the girl if sho 
thought he looked very dirty, show- 
ing her his hands, which w-ore dirty 
and stained. He declared that ho 
would be blamed for the death of 
Hogberg. Ho kept repeating the re- 
mark that some one had used his 
grindstone to murder Hogberg. He 
nlso told Miss Muscbamp that he and 
Hogberg had been drinking together 
for n week, that neither had anything 
to eat and both were half crazy and 
did not know what they were doing. 

Causes Own Arrest 

Evidently the old man failed to ap- 
preciate the consequences of his act, 
for he took the girl's advice, and go- 
ing to Palmer's hotel, telephoned to 
Constable Thompson and then calmly 
awaited his arrival. 

The evidence of James Day, pro- 
prietor of Palmer's hotel, showed that 
the night before the murder Hogberg 
and Watt had come to the hotel and 
purchased two bottles of whiskey, and 
on Saturday morning Watt returned 
and telephoned for the police. 

Constable Stephenson had no diffi- 
culty with Ms prisoner on the trip to 
Victoria. Watt is a single man, and 
has been residing near Union Bay for 
many years. Hogberg was n widower 
and also a resident of that section for 
years. The two men were friendly. 
There seems no doubt that the two 
were Indulging In a prolonged drink- 
ing bout, during the course of which 
they quarrelled and fought and Hog- 
berg was slain. Hogberg was about 
seventy years of age. Tt Is not known 
whether he had any relatives In this 
country.

Here and There 



Now that the routine, somewhat 
interrupted in mo3t households by the 
holidays, la about to be resumed, most 
mothers are reminded that they must 
begin to prepare for the winter. The 
rain and the eold weather will be here 
before long, no matter how beautiful 
the autumn may be. Coal and wood 
must bo purchased, or at least pro- 
vided for, and warm clothing prepared. 
And so, once the children are oft to 
school again, the preparation for an- 
other season begins. Even during the 
weeks that nre past, store rooms have 
been tilled with preserves and pickling 
has begun. , : : ... 

It is such things as those that keep 
the mother busy 'and - alert the' year 
round. Each season brings its share 
of work for the mother , whose hpuso 
is filled with healthy boys and girls. 

But there aro other arid' c Von -'more 
important things that call for the fore- 
sight and the wisdom of mothers and 
fathers. The long nights are coming 
when the young people must bo In- 
doors. What aro they going to do 
then? The children who go to school 
must spend some of the hours in 
studying their lessons for next day. 
The little ones may romp for an hour 
or so and then they are safe In bed. 

But In many homes there are sisters 
and brothers at work. These lads and 
lasses of fifteen or sixteen or more 
will not devote all their time either 
to books or to work. They ns well as 
the students must have amusement 
sometimes. Not only so, but they must 
have congenial companionship. Both 
these things are as necessary to them 
as warmth and light and food. Where 
are they to llnd It? Why It is so easy 
for us all to forgot when we were 
young ourselves? Many a mother who 
complains because her daughter re- 
ceives the attention of a young man 
was herself married at her age. 

Human nature has not changed 
since the old days when at husking 
bees and frilling frolics the young 
people of backwoods settlements met 
each other or danced In the great 
barn floors to the music of the fiddle 
while the old people looked on com- 
placently. 

Then, and long afterwards, the 
homes of the people were the places 
where enjoyment was sought. Fathers 
met to talk politics or discuss religion. 
Mothers dressed in their best to spend 
the afternoon with their friends and 
while talking over their children, 
household affairs or the gosBip of the 
neighborhood plied their needles or 
busied themselves with their lcnlttlng. 
Young- women took their embroidery 
to the home of their friends and when 
the long afternoon was over the sturdy 
young farmers dropped in to talk with 
them and when the evening fell, walk 
with them along the fragrant country 
roads or drive them to their homes 
over the sparkling snow. 

In the cities the entertainments 
might be more costly or morn refined 
but the party, the dance or the ball 
were held In the home. There the, 
school children met each other at tea 
and spent the evening In childish 
games. The theatre or the concert 
afforded an occasional diversion, but 
it was in the home that most evenings 
were spent.

Is it still tlie rule that the young 
seek their amusements under their 
father's roof? Do mothers encourage 
the boys to bring other lads to the 
house to study or to play games? Does 
the little girl, as a rule, Invite her 
schoolgirl friend to nlay or work with 
her? Do older girls' and boys sing 
together or amuse themselves with 
games In merry chatter In the parlor 
or drawing room? In many cases, no 
doubt, they do. But no one who sees 
tiie school girls strolling along lonely- 
streets In twos and threes, hears the 
boys whistle e to each other In the 
evenings or sees them talking In little 
groups on dark corners, can help feel- 
ing that there aro many mothers who 
do, not welcome their children's friends 
to their homes. 

We complain of the cheap . theatres 
with their false excitement, but are we 
ready to put anything In their' place? 
They fill the craving for amusement 
that is natural to young people. No 
one pretends that It is good for boys 
and girls or even young men and wo- 
men to spend all their evenings at 
the cheap shows. But unless we create 
In our' children's minds a craving for 
more elevating pleasures wo ought not 
to find fault with what has been pro- 
vided" for them. 

There are many hundreds of boys 
and girls In this city who have no 
homes. For these, the mothers and 
fathers of Victoria are to some ex- 
tent responsible. They are In tho of- 
fice, the store, tho factory, and tho 
workshop the companions of their 
children. If they do not welcome them 
to their homes and their tulfics they 
cannot wonder If they seek for com- 
panionship and amusement among the 
thoughtless and vicious of their own 
age. 

It is not a grateful task to hint that 
the overburdened mother may have 
neglected some of the many duties 
which fall to her lot. But for the sake 
of the young people It is necessary to 
think whether anything can be done 
to make their homes more attractive 
than many of them are now. 



But if tho home owes its duty to 
the rising generation, so does the city. 
There are many things that Victoria 
might do to help the young people. 
But one of them may be pointed out 
now. There is no reason why the boys 
and girls should not have a good read" 
lug room and library. This would be 
good for all, but especially for those 
who have to spend their hours aftor 
work In boarding houses. 

A good reading room is a refining 
place. The art of printing has brought 
within the reach of all. beautiful pic- 
tures. There are, In the books and 
periodicals for children, stories, poet- 
ry and Illustrations that cannot fall 
to fill their minds with good thoughts 
and beautiful Images. That the same 
art has put within . reach of all evil 
and degrading literature Is but too 
true. It Is In the public library that 
children should find what they cannot 
afford to buy for themselves. To put 
within the reach of the poorest boy or 
girl In Vlctrla, wholesome reading, Is 
a duty Victoria owes its youthful citi- 
zens. The winter should not pass 
beforo an effort is made to pay the 
debt. 



Tho Toronto papers were, a few 
days ago, congratulating Goldwln 
Smith on having reached his eighty- 
seventh birthday. From an apprecia- 
tive article in , the Toronto News the 
following paragraphs are taken: 

"Life Is not -wholly concerned with 
party and government.. In tho great 
concerns of education and businoss, 
Mr. Goldwln Smith has been an In- 
formed and authoritative speaker, and 
has endeavored to hold the community 
to high Ideals of order and straight- 
forward commercial practices. For the 
follies of tho Idle rich, for all forms 
of social ostentation, for tho mad pur- 
suit of wealth which kills all that Is 
fweet and wholesome, and so pecu- 
liarly curses American civilization, he 



has had nothing but anger and con- 
tempt. He lias cast, his benediction 
over tho home and exalted the domes- 
tic affections. A friend of healthy 
sport he has warned against excess, 
and sot his face against gambling and 
the unwholesome associations which 
professionalism so often breeds. And 
when we remember that we have had 
forty years of this sound social teach- 
ing and high example, wo havo rea- 
son to be grateful and to honor tho 
mnn who has been so faithful and so 
zealous In the whole round of private 
and public duties." 

Whatever, therefore, may have been 
the differences of other days, we think 
now only of tho serene, old English 
gentleman at The Orange, of his rare 
scholarship, his intrepid courage, his 
generous charities, his zeal for tho 
amelioration of evil social conditions, 
for the independence of labor, divor- 
ced from none of Its responsibilities, 
for faithful observance of public con- 
tracts, and a strict code of public 
morals. His physical strength de- 
clines, but his Intellectual vigor Is un- 
abated. May ho still live long In the 
serene repose of age, buttressed by tho 
respect and the affection of all classes 
of his fellow-citizens. 



Where Children Live in tho Earth 
Deep in the salt mines of the hamlet 
of Villlcka, In Austrian Poland, 3ome 
eleven miles from Cracow, lies a ver- 
itable underground village, which 
dates way back to the days when the 
slaves first opened these mines in 
1334. It is a busy subterranean hu- 
man hive, all the busier in contrast 
with the sleepy hamlet above. In 
fact, all life of the settlement is con- 
centrated below ground. The air is 
clean and the temperature that of a 
warm spring day. . 

The centre of the mine Is situated in 
a sort of court which forms a rail- 
way station. Mere all the railway lines 
which Intersect this huge mine meet. 



Men and women go above ground to 
do their marketing and they meet in 
this court on their return to gossip 
and compare their bargains. Chil- 
dren play about in the shade of tho 
grottos and sail boats In the gutters, 
running with salt water. These gut- 
ters wore made hundreds of years ago 
to get rid of the moisture which runs 
from the upper floors of the mine and 
lead down to the very bottom, form- 
ing a huge salt lake, the water of 
which is gradually pumped off and 
distilled to obtain salt. So difficult 
and expensive is- It to light up the 
whole mine that visitors must make 
up a party of at least ■ 30, and pay 
vurlous sums according to their num- 
ber. No less than 2G0 steps lead down 
to the second floor of the mine, just 
over the salt lake, and It Is thero thut 
the chapel of St. Anthony stands.— 
Woman's Magazine.

Phoenix, Arizona, Aug. 20— Terrific 
rains that have fallen almost continu- 
ously for the last week have caused 
damage to the Salt river valley and 
in the Wickemburg section north c/t 
this city that will reach thousands of 
dollars. The rains have been the 
heaviest recorded here in twenty years, 
and the Salt, Hassayampa and other 
streams are turbid and swollen. 

The greater part of the damage has 
been done to ranches and urehards 
near Wickemburg. Around this city 
untold damage to the alfalfa seed crop 
resulted, and in many places the 
banks of the Consolidated and Arizona 
canals were washed away. Their re- 
pair will necessitate heavy expendi- 
tures.

Town of Plumber, Idaho, Is Totally 
Destroyed — Much Valuablo

Tlio damage done by the flames is said 
to aggregate nearly $1,000,000 already. 

No word lias been received of the in- 
habitants of Plumper,, but il is believed 
they escaped In safety. 

Word was received here late this 
afternoon that a secondary lire caused 
by the blazing brands had started in 
the vicinity of Mica Bay on Coeur 
d'Alene lake.

The property owners In the vicinity 
of Blanchard street where tlio Victoria 
Terminal Railway and Ferry bpmpany 

■ proposes to erect Its new terminals, 
.'are not at all satisfied with the ar- 
rangement which the city contem- 
jSlateq entering; Into with the company. 

■ After having arrived at what was con- 
sidered a moat satisfactory solution 
of the difficulties with the company 
the city finds that if it k-oos ahead 
with the new scheme it will be run- 
ning counter to the wishes of many 
of the" owners. 

At last night's meeting of the 
'streets, bridged and sewers committee 
the .arrangements were considered. 
The city barrister was present and he 
propounded one or two points in con- 
nection with the proposition which 
struck the aldermen as decidedly new. 

As the matter now stands the com- 
pany will give up its tenure of the 
old market building on Cormorant 
'street and relinquish any claim which 
'it may have to. the $15,000 annual 
bonus, which, under the original by- 
iluw, was to be paid to it by the city 
in return for certain things to be 
.done by the company. On the other 
hand the company was to be allowed 
to locate terminals at the corner of 
■Fisguard street and Blanchard street, 
ijvas to Instal gasoline motor engines 
instead of steam and bring freight 
cars of the Great Northern and Bur- 
lington railways Into the city by way 
of the ferry at Sidney. The company 
.was to erect x Its terminals between 
■Fisguard and' Herald streets on the 
west side of Blanchard street. It has 
purchased two lots, 703 and 704, which 
were to be made Into a roadway. The 
old track running ' from the rear of 
the market building along Fisguard 
street to Blanchard street and thence 
northerly to Pembroke street was to 
he taken up. In Its place two tracks 
running northerly from Pembroke 
.street to the site of the new terminals 
and west of the present track were 
ho be laid. 

Must Operate by Steam 
Since this arrangement the com- 
pany has . discovered that under the 
[.agreement between the provincial gov- 
'■ormiient and the city .on. the one part 
■and the Victoria Terminal Railway 
and Ferry company on the other it 
-.-was provided that the road must bo 
'operated by steam locomotives and 
• therefore the suggestion that a gaso- 
line engine be used cannot be enter- 
tained. However, the company agrees 
•■to run another passenger train daily 
'.between Sidney and the city. 
.-; City Barrister Taylor, In discussing 
,;the matter, stated that the plan of the 
(proposed terminal and track arrange- 
ments had been pretty well agreed to, 
but there was it" point on which -he 
.•wished to have the council's instruc- 
tions. The Victoria and Sidney Rail- 
Vwny company's system ends a't Hill- 
side avenue. From that point into the 
Wity to the present, terminals at tlte 
S\larket building the system belongs 



to the Victoria Terminal -Railway and 
Ferry company. "The bonds' of "the" V.' 
& S. company to the amount of soino 
$300,000 are guaranteed by the city, 
and the provincial government, und 
fall due in seven or eight vcars. There 
Is just the possibility-. that .it . those 
bonds are not met tho bond holders 
might have to stop In and operate the 
system or sell to some one who could. 
Then the point arises: The Victoria 
Terminal Railway and Ferry company, 
owning from Hillside avenue into the 
city, might refuse to allow those In 
control of the V. & S. to use its tracks 
from Hillside avenue. He. belloved 
the Great Northern Railway company 
controls the stock of both companies. 

Future Running Rights / 

The V. &.S. railway Is under pro- 
vincial control, while the Victoria 
Terminal Railway and Ferry company 
Is under Dominion control. Mr. Taykvr 
was anxious to know if the city wished 
any clause placed in the agreement 
with the Victoria Terminal Railway 
and Ferry company relative to future 
running rights over its line from Hill- 
side avenue to tho city terminals In 
the event of any other concern or cor- 
poration securing control of the V. & 
S. railway. . 

At this stage a ■deputation of own- 
ers, composed of Messrs. Jackson, 
Freeman and Hicks, urged that before 
anything definite is done by the city 
an opportunity be given the owners 
to enter a formal protest. When the 
matter had ' come before the' " council, 
some months ago, it was decided that 
before anything definite was done the 
owners :would be notified.*' Mr." Jack- 
son declared that to allow the' com- 
pany to utilize Blanchard street as a 
terminal site would turn one of the 
best residential sections into a "back 
yard, where freight would bo stored,' 
teaming done, and the whole rosult 
in the depreciation to neighboring 
property values." it was generally 
the case that a railway company, 
once it secured a right to a street, 
overstepped its just rights and mon- 
opolized the street. Cars would be 
left standing on the railway in spite 
of the regulation of the Railway Act, 
limiting the use of a street to more 
than live minutes at a time, and as 
it is the intention of the company to 
lay two tracks it would simply mean 
that one track would bo used for 
loading purposes. He could not see 
why the company could not go down 
to the water's edge and locate its ter- 
minals. He even suggested that it 
would be better to aiiow tho company 
to run Its track down Chatham street 
to Government, where it could pur- 
chase property which besides doing 
for terminal purposes would, by' be- 
ing used for' railway business, clean 
out a section which is a disgrace to 
the city. 

Will Talk It Over 

City Barrister Taylor pointed out 
that what the city Is thinking of is 
the fact that a $100,000 property, the 
Market- building, is held up; and also 
that tho company, having run its fer- 
ry for about eighteen months, might 
claim that it. Is at any rate entitled 
to the $15,000 bonus for one year. The 
company may, In fact, possess many 
rights under . Its agreement with the 
city which make.it desirable that the 
proposed agreement be accepted. 
However, he suggested that the own- 
ers get together and wait upon him- 
self and the city solicitor, when the 
whole legal aspect of tho case can be 
gone into. 

Alderman Bishop stated that one 
prominent owner on 'Blanchard street 



had, declared .that. If the council per- 
mitted the" company ' to locate on 
Blanchard street in the mariner pro- 
posed an injunction would be issued 
to prevent it. 

Finally the city barrister's sugges- 
tion 'was -adopted, and the-matter will 
bo allowed to stand over for the time 
being. 

On the point of the possible conflict 
between the V. & S. and the Victoria 
Terminal Railway and Ferry company 
the city barrister suggested that in 
case trouble arose over tho ownership 
of the V. & S., and the Victoria Ter- 
minal Railway and Ferry company 
refused the holders of tho other to 
operate over Its lines, there should be 
a clause in the proposed agreement 
whereby the - latter' miwi either buy 
out- tho V. -& S. or "sell out at a value 
to be arbitrated upon. 

It was decided, however, that such 
a step would not bo necessary. If 
for any reason the V. & S. changed 
hands, and the Victoria Terminal 
Railway and Ferry company refused 
the V. & S. the right to use Its track 
from Hillside avenue Into tho city', 
the V. & S. still would have the right 
to locate terminals on Hillside avenue 
while the small piece of railway own- 
ed by the V. T. R. & F. company 
would, In such case, be useless, It 
would be to the latter's Interest to 
work in harmony with the other.

TEMPORARY YAY 
OVER EiN. BRIDGE 

City Will Erect Foot Passenger 
Way Pending Final . De- 
cision of Case 



Following the suggestion of the E. & 
N. railway, company that pending the 
hearing of the application of the city 
to tho railway commission" that the 
city should be allowed' the use of the 
bridge across the harbor for public 
foot passenger and vehicular tralllc, a 
temporary way might be arranged at 
the city's expense, the city has decided 
without prejudice to '.its .case before 
the commission, to 'expend the sum of 
$350 In constructing the temporary 
way for foot passenger traffic. 

This step will not affect , the city's 
case, while it will be a decided con- 
venience to those who have hitherto 
used the bridge, and on whom the 
closing of thb bridge by' the company 
has proved a decided inconvenience. 



I At last- night's meeting of. the streets,, 
bridges, and . sewers . committee, the 
city engineer submitted an estimate of 
cost of putting in the temporary' foot- 
way. Mayor Hall stated that the right 
of way ut - the -west end of the 'bridgo 
would be under the trestle and up an 
incline to - the four foot way along the 
south side of the bridge. This way' 
would.be. ralled;off, so that there.would 
be ho possibility of any person using 
it getting "out onto ' the company's 
trades. At .the cast end of the bridge 
the foot way would follow tho present 
approach to the . bridge for about- 110 
feet, and then a trestle would load to 
the roadway beneath. This would 
also be on an incline. 

Alderman. Ross objected strenuously 
to any such temporary arrangement, 
declaring that it would be better to 
stand the inconvenience until a final 
decision is rendered by the railway 
commission. He even believed it 
would be better, If the city cannot get 
what it wants, to build a bridge of its 
own. 

Mayor Hall . stated that the people 
are suffering for lack of a right of way. 

"Who?" asked- Alderman Ross. "The 
Indians?

Whether, because of the lowering 
of the level of the water at Elk lake, 
ft will bo necessary in order to gel 
the water into the "filler beds to use 
pumps to raise Victoria's drinking 
fluid so that it may be altered, Is a 
problem which now confronts the 
water department. Just at this stage 
when the question of ' an enlarged 
water supply is to the fore, the re- 
quest of the water commissioner inUdc 
to the council that he be allowed to 
hire- a pump - for tills purpose, will 
force on the attention of the average 
ratepayer the water question in a 
manner most pronounced. 

The water commissioner in a com- 
munication to the streets, bridges and 
sewers committee points out that in 
the courso of the next two or three 
weeks it will probably be necossary to 
resort to pumps to get the Elk Lake 
supply into the filter beds. A pump 
must be hired though the boiler at 
present at Beaver Lake can be- utilized. 

The water commissioner points out 
that at the present moment the level 
•of the water in Elk Lake Is sixty-one 
inches below the high water mark, 
but it must be remembered, .he says, 
that, tho season started in this year 
with the level twenty inches short and 
allowing for. this twenty inches the 
level is live inches better that at this 
time a year ago. 

Mr. Ra'ymur, who was present at 
the meeting last night, stated that 
sixty-four and one-half inches below 
tho high level mark was. the lowest 
the Water hus ever got. It might riot 
be necessary to pump water into tho 
filter beds but he wished to bo ready 
to do so if called upon. The filter 
beds are seven feet belqw high level 
mark, but the last foot could hardly 
count. Fortunately It has been a cool 
summer and there has been consider- 
able rainfall. The- water lias iicVei 1 
been down to the natural level ' in 
years. It is now two feet six inches 
above the natural level. Tho' water 
can be drawn down to that point .when 
it will be down to where it was thirty- * 
five years ago. , : . . 

Alderman Henderson declared that 
there is plenty of water In Elk Lako 
to do for even twelve months more 
without rain, but Mr. Raymur ; stated 
that if no rain were had next winter' 
the citizens would have to "use it 
raw." 

It was pointed out' that now thtjt 
the system is -metered much -of tho 
| waste experienced in former years has 
been saved this year. And- yet it will 
probably, be -necessary to pump Into 
the filter beds. < .

As many rumors of ex- 
tensive damage to the orchards found 
their way into the press, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture commissioned 
Mr. Scott to visit the principal fruit 
districts and report on the true state 
of affairs. It is gratifying to be as- 
sured by a competent authority that 
the amount ot damage lias been 
greatly exaggerated, although t lie 
backward spring and local frosts have 
retarded growth and consequently the 
crop of lliuu will be lighter than tiiuL 
of last year. 

Victoria, ISlh August, 11)09.

Dear Sir, — I have the honor of here- 
with submitting a report 011 the fruit 
conditions of the Province, as regards 
winter injury to the orchards. 

After a visit to the principal fruit- 
growing sections of tho Province, and 
a careful examination of the damage 
done, I have come to the conclusion 
that the statements, which have been 
in circulation from time to time as to 
the amount of injury done, have been 
very much exaggerated. Statements 
of these kinds are very much to be re- 
gretted, as they tend to depreciate 
confidence ill this, ono; of our future 
greatest industries. There have been 
individual cases where, owing to ex- 
ceptional circumstances and local con 
ditlons, severe damage has been done 
but, taken as a whole, the orchards 
throughout the districts which I vis 
ited, looked extremely healthy find 
vigorous. 

The fruit crop Is light this year 
throughout the Province, but tills to a 
large extent is owing to tho ' heavy 
crop of the previous, year, and also In 
some districts to late spring frosts. 

At Vernon, and district, the or- 
chards look very well, and I should 
estimate the loss at not more than 5 
jjer cent. The same applies to Kol- 
owna, and there, also, :ib at Vernon, 
the trees look very vigorous nnd 
healthy, nnd the shortness of the 
fruit crop this year will, especially In 
tlie case of young orehardu, prove a 
direct benefit to the trees by allowing 
them to make a good wood growth 
and formation of null spurs for the 
ensuing season. 

At Peachland the damage has been 
somewhat heavier, but at Summer- 
land, where very extensive areas have 
been planted in peaches, the damage 
is extremely small, in a. great many 
orchards which I visited not amount- 
ing to more than from 2 per cent, to 
5 per cent. 

At Pentlcton and Keremeos, the in- 
jury is somewhat heavier, amounting 
to about 9 per cent, to 10 per cent. At 
Grand Forks the orchards are looking 
very well; though in this section there 
has been a considerable amount of 
harm done to the fruit on the trees by 
hail, but thin lias been only local, ami 
confined to a small area. The loss In 
the orchards will probably amount to 
8 per cent. 

In the Kootonays the damage there, 
owing to the larger amount of snow 
which was on the ground when the 
cold spell came, Is very slight,' arid' 
amounts to practically nothing. Hero 
and there a dead tree may he noticed, 
but there are so few that probably: the 
loss does not exceed 2 per cent. 

Whilst in my travels, I Inspected- 
and saw a great number of orchards. 
Of course it was impossible for me 
In tho ilme at my disposal to visit 
every section of tho country, still I 
think you may make this report as 
representative of, tlie average condi- 



tions, prevailing in tlie country. 

On the lower mainland and Van- 
couver island, except In a very few- 
individual cases, very little damage 
has been done. Where loss has occur- 
red, it has been owing to local con- 
ditions, and the treatment of the trees. 

The practise hits been prevalent In 
some orchards throughout the lower 
mainland and Vancouver Island, of 
cultivating too late in the season, thus 
causing a secondary growth in the 
fall of tho year. This wootl does not 
mature, or ripen properly, before the 
winter sets in, and, should a cold 
spell' occur, as that of last winter, the 
sap wood freezes, and thus badly In- 
jures, and in some cases kills the tree. 
. Loss from these causes can be 
guarded against to a large extent in 
the future by stopping cultivation of 
the trees earlier than has been usual 
heretofore, and by so doing allowing 
the trees to mature their season's 
growth properly. 

j (Another .interesting. feature is, that 
Some varieties have practically isuf- 
fered no Injury' whilst others have suf- 
fered badly. This will prove a valu- 
able lesson for those setting out orch- 
ards In the future, as-by selection of 
those varieties which have proved im- 
mune, the risk from a future similar 
loss will be largely eliminated.

IMMIGRATION FLOW 

1 $ SAT ISFACTORY 

Ottawa. Out., Aug. 20.— Hon. Frank 
Oliver returned to Ottawa this morn- 
ing from a two . months' sojourn 
abroad, getting into touch with Immi- 
gration mutters in England, Ireland, 
Scotland and on the Continent. It 
Is three years since Mr. uliver crossed 
the Atlantic and he could not help 
but note that both the British press 
and tlie people have a better under- 
standing of Canada than ever before. 
Newspapers are publishing more Can- 
adian news and their comments show 
that information available about this 
country is more accurate than It has 
been in the past. 

"As lor commercial and financial in- 
terests," said Mr. Oliver, "they realize 
as they have never realized before that 
Canada is a line Held for the develop- 
ment of trade as well as for the In- 
vestment of money. On the whole the 
present situation Indicates a very 
happy condition ot affairs in the fu- 
ture as between Canada and the 
Motherland." 

A3 to Immigration prospects, the 
minister of the interior said that Can- 
ada has every reason to be satislled 
with the class of people who are com- 
ing to the Dominion. Although the 
total number of arrivals is not so 
urge its a few years ago, there has 
been no dimlnultlon in the number of 
desirable people who have decided to 
make their homes in Canada. These 
people come from all parts of Eng- 
land, Scotland and from the north of 
Ireland. There is little immigration 
so far to Canada from the southern 
part of Ireland, as the movement from 
there continues to be in the direction 
of tho United States. This is largely 
duo to the fact that the passages are 
usually paid by friends and relatives 
who have established themselves in 
the United States. 

Canada's Immigration 

"Canada stands to get most ot her 
continental immigration in future 
from Holland, Belgium and the Scan- 
dinavian countries, which supply tho 
finest class of settlers," Mr. Oliver 
continued. "Though Hollanders and 
Belgians are a home-loving people 
emigration is not restricted by tho 
governments of these countries and 
there Is every reason to hope that 
Canada will get quite a number in the 
future. But few immigrants may be 
expected from Germany, because of 
tho restrictive legislation in that 
country against Germans leaving their 
Own land." 

Mr. Oliver had seen the statement 
that only 8,000 people emigrated from 
Germany last year. Neither would the 
movement from France be large, he 
said, becauso the natives of that coun- 
try show but.little disposition to emi- 
grate. 

Australia and New Zealand, Mr. 
Oliver said, were making a determin- 
ed effort to Influence British emi- 
grants by assisted passages and quite 
a number had already left tho Old 
Country for the Antipodes, but not so 
many as have left for Canada. 

Concluding, Mr. Oliver said tho best 
advertisers of- Canada - in - Great .Bri- 
tain are undoubtedly the successful 
settlers who write home to their 
friends and the farmer delegates who 
are sent across tho Atlantic every 
winter by tho Interior Department. 
. Mr. Oliver expocts to leave for the 
West Jn a week or .ten days.

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Japanese Government Will No 
Longer Subsidize the Pela- 
gic Sealing Craft 



CONSUL SAYS 

RAIDING WILL STOP 



Says Withdrawal of Subsidy 
Will Tend to Discourage 
the Industry 



The Japanese sealers are no longer 
to be given a bonus. One of the 
changes made in the new subsidy 
regulations enacted at the last ses- 
sion of the Japanese Diet was to with- 
draw the one paid to vessels engaged 
in hunting: seals and sea-otters, the 
withdrawal taking' effect from July of 
this year. The Japanese consul-gen- 
eral 'at San Francisco was quick to 
seize the advantage of this change to 
point out that the step is being taken 
to discourage raiding by Japanese 
sealing vessels in Bering Sea, where 
a big fleet of Japanese sealers Is 
engaged without being under the reg- 
ulations provided by the Paris tribunal 
as the Victoria sealers are. 

Part of the statement of Oonsul- 
General Nagai was telegraphed from 
San Francisco and was published in 
these columns. The full statement is- 
sued by him was as follows: 

"It may not be generally known in 
this country that the Japanese govern- 
ment has for many years subsidized 
vessels engaged in deep ocean fishing, 
the purpose being to enoourage the de- 
velopment of the fishing industry. 

"From time to time certain adven- 
turous Japanese, taking: advantage of 
this liberal provision of the law, have 
extended their field of operations be- 
yond the limits originally contem- 
plated by the government, until list- 
ing boats had been put on the high 
seas bordering the territory of Alas- 
ka. As is alreldy known to the Amer- 
ican people, some of these fishermen, 
either through ignorance '6r with 
criminal intent,', have occasionally com- 
mitted acts leading to International 
controversy- and much ill feeling. 

"It is now learned that the Japan- 
ese government has revised its fishing 
laws in such a way as to cut out all 
aid from the national treasury to ves- 
sels engaged in hunting seals and sea 
otters. The' new imperial ordinance 
and the departmental regulations re- 
lative thereto went into operation 
July 1, 1909. ■ -• . 

To Discourage Sealing ■ 

"It is believed that the withdrawal 
of this subsidy will have the effect. of- 
discouraging the Japanese seal fishing, - 
as it cannot be profitably carried 'on 
without government aid. 

"Whether or not the action of the 
Japanese government is the result of 
complaints growing out of recently al- 
leged instances of Japanese poaching 
in American waters cannot be definite- 
ly stated, but it is believed that the 
American people will see In the action 
taken another evidence of that consid- 
eration which the Japanese govern- 
ment Is disposed to show toward all 
affairs in which American interests 
are inv.olved. 

"It may bo construed as a further 
expression of the good will felt by 
Japan for the United States." 

About half a dozen Japanese seal- 
ing schooners have been seized in 
Bering Sea by United States revenue 
cutters and probably as many have 
been taken by the Russians engaged 
in raiding at Copper islandH. It was 
in 1905-6 that the most daring raids 
took place. In those years some 
schooners took on board machine guns 
and went to Copper islands to carry 
on a small war with the Russian 
guards who were driven back and 
0,000 sealskins stolen from the rock- 
eries. A number of lives were lost 
in the affray. In 190(1 the sealing 
schooners Boyei Marti and Mlye Mara 
were found by the U.S.S. Perry en- 
gaged In a raid at St. Paul islands, 
where the rookery guards killed live 
of the Japanese hunters and wounded 
twelve others. In the following year 
other seizures were made, and in 1908 
two schooners were taken, one faked 
to resemble a United States revenue 
cutter, and this year two seizures have 
been made already. During last month 
the sealing schooner Taki Maru was 
brought to Valdes seized off St. Paul 
Island by the U.S.S. Perry. 

Some Comment 

The San Francisco Chronicle has an 
editorial regarding the statement of 
the Japanese Consul General. It says: 

trouble with Japanese fishermen, who 
have Invaded even the seal rookeries 
on American islands where no unau- 
thorized American is permitted to dis- 
turb the seals. The protection of those 
rookeries from Japanese poachers has 
been the causo of a great deal of ex- 
pense to the United States, and since 
there was no question of the Illegality 
of the poaching, or of the desperate 
character of the robbers there has 
been quite a general feeling In this 
country that the world would be better 
off If the policing vessels would send 
to the bottom every Japanese ship 
caught within the three-mile limit of 
the seal islands. The Japanese gov- 
ernment has never Justified the acts 
of these' thieves or sought 'to prevent 
the Infliction of the penalties upon any 
or them who were caught. It appears 
that this fishing is among the indus- 
tries subsidized by the Japanese gov- 
ernment, which has now withdrawn 
the subsidy In the belief that without 
it the business will be unprofitable 
and the poaching will cease. 

There is no doubt whatever of tho 
sincerity of the desire of Japan for 
friendly relations with the United 
States. That country is in danger of 
antagonizing the world by its arbitrary 
course in Manchuria, and, regardless 
of tho support of the British Govern- 
ment, tho Japanese have no stronger 
opposition than from the British peo- 
ple. Japan has every reason, and 
evidently every desire, to be and keep 
on good terms with the American peov 
pie, and this withdrawal of the fishing 
subsidy In the interest of protecting

Many of the seals which 
are killed at sea are. lost, and, as the 
females are not spared, the young seal 
are loft to die of starvation on the 
rookeries. . . . . 

Apparently the only obstacle to an 
effective treaty prohibiting pelagic 
seal fishing is the refusal of Japan to- 
be. a party to it. There Is in exist- 
ence a convention between thls'coun- 
try and Great. Britain which, places 
many restrictions on pelagic sealing- 
by American and British ships, and 
Since Japan now seems to concede the 
principle of protection, it might well 
show its further friendliness by be- 
coming a party to that convention and 
aiding to make it more stringent. 
AVhile it Is true that this country wou 
"While it la true that this countrv 
would be the direct beneficiary of the 
complete cessation of pelagic sealing, 
yet that is not the main motive of the 
American people in desiring it. Tho 
number of Americans who profit by 
killing seals and selling their hides Is 
Insignificant, hut humanity revolts at 
the abominable >cnieTty to animals 
whtch results fronrpelagic sealing and 
which is carried on solely that gentle 
women may adorn . themselves gor- 
geously with the costly furs.

With a cargo of AVelsh coal and 
patent fuel from Cardiff for the British 
Admiralty, tho British steamer Florls- 
ton, Capt. Dunn, reached Esquimau 
vestorday morning without making a 
call and with only one stop when she 
anchored in the Strait of Magellan, 
in a little over 08 days from the time 
she left her moorings at the Welsh 
port. Work of discharging the steam- 
er was begun yesterday afternoon by 
the Victoria and Vancouver Stevedor- 
ing company. The steamer lias 1503 
tons of steam coal and 1,401 tons of 
briquettes of patent fuel. She is 
carrying the cargo for the Admiralty, 
being chartered at the low rate of fif- 
teen shillings a ton. It is probable she 
will get :W grain charter outward. 
.Messrs. Chapman & Sons, ownsra of 
the Florlston, Carlton and Amberton, 
are building a new 1-0.000 steam 
freighter at Stockton to add to their 
fleet of tramps. 

Captain Dunn of the Floriston said 
that as far as he knew no other vessels 
would be sent out with coal. His cargo 
was intended to restock the store at 
Esquimalt. The Floriston is the first 
steamer used to bring supplies of coal 
for the Admiralty to Esquimalt. Be- 
fore the station was abolished when 
Sir John Fisher decided upon the pol- 
icy of concentration, the supplies for 
the warships at Esquimalt were 
brought from Wales by sailing ships 

The steamer had ordinary weather 
in the Atlantic and South Pacific, but 
after passing-the latitude of Lower 
California, strong head winds were ex- 
perienced, which prevailed until arri- 
val at port. William Head was reached 
shortly before midnight. The steamer 
was proceeding to Esquimalt without 
making a call when she was hailed by 
the pilots and the captain Informed 
that he had to pass quarantine. This 
Floriston was then taken back and an- 
chored until daylight. She was passed 
soon afterward and came In to Esqui- 
mau and anchored at the coal wharf, 
where the Victoria and Vancouver 
Stevedoring Company made prepara- 
tions for discharging the steamer's 
cargo. Work commenced this after- 
noon. 

The Floriston was one of tho big 
fleet of transports used by the British 
government during tho South African 
war, when she carried supplies and 
medical stores from England to Cape- 
town, making tho run under .28 days. 
She was under a penalty of £100 a 
day for every day over that time, but 
never were the owners called upon to 
mako any payments for delays. Before 
coming to Esquimalt from Cardiff the 
steamer made a voyage to Bahia 
Blanco, in the Argentine Republic, and 
previous to this was engaged In the 
home trade, running from -British ports 
to the Black Sen. 

The Floriston Is a steel screw steam- 
er of 3,429 tons gross and 2,236 tons 
net register, built JJy Ropner & Sons, 
of Stockton, foi'R. Chapman & Sons, 
of Newcastle, at which port the steam- 
er is registered. She is 325 feet long, 
4G feet long and-21.G feet deep.

PACIFIC COAST 

Salvador Railroad Company Building 
Steamers for Service to 
Salina Cruz 



A steamship company. /.has been or- 
ganized by the Salvador Hallway' Co. 
to give a weekly service between tho 
company's terminus at Acajutla and the 
port of Salina Cruz, the Pacific termin- 
al of. the Tehauntapee National Railway 
of Mexico. The first steamship for the 
new line is being, built at tho Walker 
yard of Messrs. Swan, Hunter, and 
Wingham Richardson, Ltd., and will in- 
ready to sail from tho Tyne direct to 
Acajutla in October. The railway com- 
pany intends with this service to ac- 
celerate very considerably tho journey 
jet ween London and Salvador, so as to 
enable passengers from the latter coun- 
try to reach England, via Mexico, In 
about 17 days.

NITRATE STEAMER

Utgard Thrown on Beam Ends by 
Tremor Which Shook Ocean 
Bed Off Chili 



Off the Chilean coast, on the even- 
ing of July 24th, while bound from 
Pisagua. tho German steamship Ut- 
gard. which has arrived at San Fran- 
cisco, was thrown almost on its beam 
ends by the most terrific seaquake that 
anybody on board had ever exper- 
ienced. 

Captain Wurthmann and the second 
officer were on tho bridge of tho Ut- 
gard, when tho bow suddenly went up- 
ward and a shock as of striking a solid 
rock went tearing through the frame 
of the heavy vessel.

MORE DETAILS OF 

THEJDSAKA FIRE 

Aki Maru Brought Further Particulars 
Regarding Conflagration at 
Japanese City 

According to eye-witnesses of the 
Osaka fire who arrived by the steamer 
Akl Maru Wednesday from the Orient 
the scenes witnessed while the great 
conflagration wiped out the northward 
of the great Japanese mercantile city, 
where the. poorer and middle 
classes were housed, were some- 
thing long to be remembered. • In 
describing the fire an eye-witness 
said: The streets were almost Im- 
passable with people escaping from 
the burning district by 'rlklsha or 
other vehicle or on foot, carrying 
household effects or children. Many 
of them were, in a pitiable plight, 
weeping and wringing their hands as 
they realized they had lost all their 
little possessions. The fire was' so 
powerful that its roar and smoke 
could be distinguished miles .from tho 
city. .. The burningy of a row of sake 
warehouses offered -.a wonderful sight. 
The flames licked up the buildings In 
the way llko matchwood, tho- fierce 
heat driving the defenders away. 
Suddenly a long tongue of flames 
reached the sake godowns, and in less 
than half-an-hour the whole row van- 
ished in a sea of fire. It is impossible 
adequately to describe the scene at 
this point. The flames over tho sake 
godowns leapt to an enormous height, 
and owing to the burning spirit they 
assumed a pale bruish tinge. The 
view, of continuous flames over a 
quarter of a mile in extent now pre- 
sented itself to tho eyes of the. spec- 
tators. 

- • ■ Fifteen Millions Loss 

According to advices the losses re- 
sulting from the great fire at Osaka have 
bankrupted between 4,000 and 5,000 
merchants of the Japanese city and 
great distress has followed. Tho loss 
was $15,000,000. The Insurance com- 
panies' losses wore $2,500,000 and few 
will bo able to meet their losses, some 
of tho companies not having sufficient 
capital. Scandals arc arising as a re- 
sult and a government investigation 
of Insurance companies -will probably 
follow. 

■ Both government and private char- 
ities were quick to succor Lhti suffer- 
ers, the military issuing rations to the 
homeless at stations established in 
the paddy fields outside the city. 
Moving picture firms had realistic 
films on exhibition at Tokyo two days 
after the fire lo work up subscriptions 
for sufferers.

Tho work of looking after the 50.000 
homeless was undertaken with that 
thorough systematic Japanese way. 
The affected area was divided la 
seml-milltary fashion Into eight dis- 
tricts, witli un official in command of 
each,' and some two hundred em- 
ployees of the municipality were as- 
signed to the work. As the first step, 
all the restaurants In the. city were 
ordered to make balls of boiled rice 
and send them, together with other 
foods eaten by the poorer classes of 
the Japanese, to the city hall, whence 
they were despatched to tho heads of 
tho various divisions of the burned 
area for distribution among the suf- 
ferers. All the medical men tinder tho 
control of tho municipality wore like- 
wise deputed to visit tho homeless 
people, and a largo number of schools 
and temples were requisitioned as 
shelters. 

Tho Origin 

The proprietor of tile factory where 
the fire originated, named Taniada 
Shotarn, Is said to have become half 
demented. Ho saved his family only 
with .difficulty. According to his 
statement, a lamp hanging by tho 
side of a pillar in the kitchen fell on 
a tin of keroseno oil, and Instantly 
the fire took hold of a score of Japan- 
ese umbrellas just above the kitchen 
range and the faggots placed under- 
neath St. As he ran Into an Inner 
room to savo his family, the wholo 
house became filled with flames. 
Heartless Officials 

A great outcry has beep raised since 
the fire against officials of tho Fuku- 
shlma and Nippon Spinning factories, 
who locked the girl employees in tho 
factories. Tho correspondent of the 
Japan Advertiser of Tokyo said: "At 
11 p.m. when tho flames wero rabidly 
Involving Fukushinln-maehi, shrieks 
and cries wero repeatedly audible from

These 
cries proceeded from the factory-girls 
in the building. Several policemen, 
who heard these cries for help, lost 
no time in pushing to the gates of the 
factories, but the hell-hounds In 
charge of the factory-girls actually 
declined to open tho gates, incredible 
as it may seem. In the meanwhile 
the flames were gradually spreading 
towards the factory buildings. The 
shrieks of the poor girls were perfect- 
ly heart-rending. The police scaled 
the walls and rescued the girls, despite 
protests of the officials. 

Tragedy of Charity 
A tragedy of the charity work was 
reported. A cabinet maker regarded 
as a Shinto leader of the Tenri sect 
after giving his savings to the fund 
broko open his wife's saving banks 
and contributed her savings. When 
he returned he found her lying dead 
on the mats — she had poisoned her- 
self. 

The Casualties 

During the fire a woman who had 
given birth to a child shortly before 
was trampled to death by fugitives 
when she stumbled from her houso 
seeking to escape. Five people were 
burned to death, three crushed by fall- 
ing walls and three died of heart 
failure. 

Saved the Photograph 

Tho Japanese newspapers enlarge 
on tho heroism of a school teacher of 
the Matsugaye school who rushed in- 
to the burning school and saved the 
Emperor's photograph, being badly 
burned while accomplishing this. 
Tho Homeless 

Camps of the homeless wero strung 
along the railroad line out of Osaka, 
and hundreds wero seen stumbling 
along under bundles of rescued effects, 
many in danger of starvation.

Seattle, Aug. 20.— Crashing through 
the trestle railing that guards the 
highway at Deadman's Curve, at 
Fourth avenue south and Andover 
street, u'.blg 17-G Winton motor, own- 
ed and driven by Ira Parry, a profes- 
sional chauffeur, carried four Van- 
couver women to death just before 
midnight last night. Two other young 
women, of the party and . also resi- 
dents of Vancouver, were rescued 
from the waters of the bay. The, 
chauffeur was killed. 

The dead are as follows: 

MRS. M. GKOTHE, aged 36, Davie 
street, Vancouver, wife of a freight 
department employee of the C. P. It. 
Body recovered. 

MRS. J. COLVIN, aged 26, wife of 
J. Colvin, of Colvin & McRobble, shoe 
merchants, of Vancouver. 

MISS AGNES COWAN, aged 23, 
sister of Mrs. Colvin, and daughter of 
B, D. Cowan, real estate dealer of 
Hornby street, and formerly of Mon- 
treal. Body recovered. 

MISS MAGGIE PAUL, aged 27, 
daughter of John Paul, Davie street, 
Vancouver. Teacher in Seymour 
school. 

IRA. PARRY, owner and driver of 
automobile and former proprietor of 
Royal cafe, Seattle. Married. Body 
recovered. 

Those rescued were: 

MISS MARY PAUL, sister of Mag- 
gie Paul. 

MISS KATIE HISCOCK, Vancou- 
ver. 

The party had been visiting the Ex- 
position and when the accident oc- 
curred the women were enjoying a 
ride through the city by moonlight. 
They had attended the theatre earlier 
in the evening and were returning to 
the city after having visited George- 
town. The curve where the accident 
took place is a spot feared by all au- 
tomoblllsts. The street is guarded 
from a fifteen-foot drop to the flnts 
below by nothing but a flimsy wooden 
rail and the place earned Its gruesome 
nickname of "Deadman's Curve" 
through Its association with several 
other fatal accidents heretofore. 

Of the party of six women who left 
First avenue and Marion street for a 
pleasure trip only two, Miss Mary 
Paul and Miss Katie Hlscock. survive. 

The bodies of Ira Parry, the driver; 
Mrs. M. M. Grotho and Miss Agnes 
Cowan have been recovered. The 
bodies of Mrs. J. Colvin and Miss 
Maggie Paul are still In the bay. 

Three bodies were found at 1 o'clock, 
after the firemen had been trying for 
an hour with grappling hooks to lo- 
cate some of the missing under the 
wreckage of the automobile. They 
were discovered almost side by side 
oiua sand bar 300 yards south of ,tho 
scene of' the accident. A strong tide 
was setting to the southward and it 
had apparently swept the bodies away 
from the place where the auto had 
crashed through the bridge. The party 
of searchers in the boat brought the 
bodies to the Fourth avenue south 
bridge, from where they were taken 
to the morgue. 

Miss Cowan was still grasping a 
hand-bag, apparently belonging to 
Mrs. Grothc, when her body was taken 
from the water. Mrs. Grothe wore a 
small open- face watch, which had 
stopped at 10:50 o'clock. 

A hasty examination disclosed no 
bruises on any of the bodies. Death 
had come from drowning. At th<> 
time of the accident the water was 
probably eight feet deep where the 
Vinton went over. 

Driving n» a rate of srieed estimated 
by George Gileng, the only eye witness, 
at about thirty or forty miles an hour, 
the chauffeur lost his bearings and 
failed to turn to his left, when he 
reached Andover street. It was not un 
til too late, If at ail, that he realized 
his error. 

One Body Recovered. 
The body of Parry was recovered 
two hours after the accident, floating 
nearly a half mile southwest of the 
point where the automobile went over 
the bridge. The bodies of two of the 
women were recovered soon after. 

The automobile is a rented car and 
was standing at First avenue and Ma- 
rion street when U was hired by the 
party, four of whom met death. 

The women in the automobile party 
were all members of a delegation from 
Vancouver, B. C. They were here to 
se e the exposition. They ,are beins 
chaperoned by Mrs. T. Cox, of Van 
couvor, B. C, who is staying at the 
Arlington Hotel. She was not witll 
the other members of the party last 
night. 

The six women attended the per 
forrnanco at the Star lhaatre last 
night. They arrived at the theatre 
about the middle of the first perform- 
ance and left about the middle of the 
second performance 

It was still early In the evening' and 
they decided upon an automobile ride 
I hey suggested a trip to Luna Pr^ft 
across i the bay, but the chaffeur told 
tnem that the roads were bad and then 
be suggested a trip over the bridge to 
South Seattle and Georgetown. That 
agreed upon, they started out. 

Story of Eye-Witness 
George Gileng, of 4305 Rainier ave- 
nue, was walking along the trestle 
about 150 feet from Andover street 
when the car driven by Parry and 
containing the six young women from 
Vancouver passed him. 

"They were going at a rate of speed 
I should judge was about thirty or 
forty miles an hour," said GHeng, 
I hey were headed straight for the 
turn then, and I feared that something 
would happen. 

"I heard the crash, hut just at that 
time a train was passing and I didn't 
got as good an idea of it as I would 
have had had there been less noise. 
After the crash I heard moans and 
groans and cries for help. I called for 
help as loud as I could, and then an 
automobile with some people came 
along, and they went to the fire sta- 
tion and gave the alarm. 

"I never heard such cries in my life, 
The screams of those women, down 
there In the water, seemed to go, clear 
through me. All I could do was to 
cry for help, and a boatman from the 
other shore, just opposite the Luin, put 
out and rescued two of the women. 
Th-> machine sunk Just as It struck, a 
few feet from the bridge." 

The fire companies from South Se- 
attle and from the Holgute street fire 
station were rushed at once to the 
scene of the accident, and Acting Capt. 
Frank Bryant, at police headquarters, 
sent Patrolmen Craridall and Howaldt 
in the police patrol automobile. 

Ladders were lowered and ropes 
thrown out Firemen crawled out on 



the boom of logs, and the work of 
searching for the bodies of the vic- 
tims was started. With pike poles and 
long rods the flats in the vicinity of 
the car were searched. The tide was 
in. and tin: water about eight or ten 
feet deep at the point where the car 
crashed through the bridge. 

Survivors Tell Their Story 

Immediately after they were taken 
from the bay last nlghi Miss Hlscock 
and Miss Paul were taken In an auto- 
mobile to a residence a short distance 
from the curve where the accident 
happened. They wero given a place 
to warm themselves and procure dry 
clothing. Neither vv&fc l.ijared. 

Between sobs Miss Hlscock and Miss 
Paul told part of their story. Miss 
Paul, with the full knowledge of her 
sister's death, could say little of the 
accident. Miss Hlscock was calmer, 
but was suffering from a great ner- 
vous shock. 

"We just left the' theatre and 
thought we would take a ride in an 
automobile for a little while. It was 
such a pretty night. Wo thought of 
Luna park," said Miss Hlscock, "but 
the driver thought the roads there 
were bad and so we didn't take that 
trip. When he said the roads were 
bad we just decided to let him take 
us out for a little trip that he might 
suggest himself. 

""We wero going at a good rate of 
speed when we struck something and 
we found ourselves in the water. I 
can't tell Just what happened aft-tt" 
that. It was all a jumble. We struj 
gled in the water and were taken out. 

"I didn't know the chauffeur. We 
had been out in a car a few days be- 
fore, and this man know the driver 
who took us out at that time. I can't 
quite collect myself now, It's all too 
awful to think of now. I want to get 
the word to our folks, so they will not 
be driven crazy by this awful tiling. 
Mrs. Cox will attend to that for us."

A BY-LAW 



To authorize the entering ' Into an 
Agreement with tho British Colum- 
bia F.lectrlc Railway Company, 
Limited, as to tho Prerequisites for 
Municipal Competition in their 
lilectrlo Rallwuy Light and Power 
Business. 

WHFjBKAS tho Corporation of - the 
City of Victoria havo arranged an agree- 
ment with tho British Columbia Elec- 
trlc nallwuy Company, Limited, which 
arrangement is sec forth in a draft 
agreement submitted to and approved 
by tho Council and already executed on 
behalf of tho Compuny, and which said 
draft agreement la In the words and ll- 
gures Hollowing:- — 

"THIS AGHUBMENT mado the 
day of In the year of Our 

Lord One thousand nine hundred and 
nine, BET WEEN : THE BlUTlbll CO- 
LUMBIA 15 LECTP.IC RAILWAY COM- 
PANY, LIMITED, hereinafter called 
"tho Company," of the one part; and 
THE COHPOKATION OF THE CITY 
OF VICTORIA, hereinafter called "tha 
Corporation." o£ tho other part. 

WHEREAS tho Company aro carry- 
ing on tho business of electric railway 
lighting and power within the- City of 
Victoria and suburbs undor tho provi- 
sions of certuin franchises more par- 
ticularly reforrod to In tho Act of thj 
Legislative Assembly of the Provlnco 
of British Columbia, known as "tho 
Victoria Electric Railway and Lighting 
Company, Limited, Act, 18D4." 

AND WHEREAS tho Company are 
carrying on similar undertakings in tho 
City of Vuncouvcr. 

AND WHEREAS In the year 1900, 
tho Hiiid. Legislative Assembly of the 
Province of Britisii Columbia amunded 
tho Vancouver Incorporation Act so as 
to provide that tho said Corporation 
of the City of Vancouver should not 
enter into any municipal undertaking 
that would como into competition with 
tho business operations, of tho Com- 
pany In the City of Vancouver, without 
first ottering to expropriate the under- 
taking of the Company on certain con- 
ditions In the said Act more fully set 
out. 

AND WHEREAS the Company has 
applied to tho Corporation for their 
consent to a similar provision being In- 
serted In tho "Municipal Clauses Act" 
which governs tho municipal affairs of 
the Corporation, at the next session of 
tho said Legislative. Assembly of the 
Province of British Columbia. 

AND WHEREAS us a consideration 
to the Corporation for their consent to 
the Insertion of the said changes in 
tho said "Municipal Clauses Act," the 
Compuny have proposed to bo bound by 
certain conditions und to undertako and 
perform the works hereinafter mention- 
ed. . 

NOW THIS AGREEMENT WITNES- 
SETH that tho parties hereto mutually 
covenant and agree with each other as 
follows:- '• 

1. At the earliest opportunity, and 
in any event 'within tnree (3) years 
front the final passing of this. By-law, 
the Company shall erect and maintain 
a power plant, estimated to cost not 
less than one million live hundred 
thousand dollars .($1,500,000.00) as near 
us possible to Victoria and tributary to 
that City, which said plant shall have 
a capacity of not less than ten thous- 
and (10,000) horse power, such r in- 
creased power to be used in extensions 
to' the electric railway, lighting and 
power undertakings of the Company in 
and around the City of ; Victoria. 

2. From and after tho time when the 
new plant Is in operation tho rates to 
bo charged for electric light and power 
for the City of Victoria shall not ex- 
ceed the schedule rates now charged 
'jy the Company for electric light and 
power in the City of Vancouver;' and 
tho rales to • be charged for electric 
light und power in the districts sur-. 
rounding the City of Victoria shall not! 
exceed the. schedulo rntcs now charged I 
by the Company tor electric light and! 
power in tho districts surrounding the J 
city of Vancouver, both of which sche- 
dule rates aro ' hereunto annexed and 
marked "A" and "B" respectively, and 
are hereby incorporated herewith and 
made a part of this agreement and 
identiiled by the signatures of tho par- 
ties hereto. 

3. Prom and after the time when 
the new nnw-or plant is in operation the 
Company" shall," if requested by the 
Corporation, supply to the Corporation 
at tile City lighting station, an amount 
of electricity to bo used for lighting 
purposes of, but not for salo by, tho 
Corporation equal to the amount now 
generated by the present plant and ap- ( 
pllances of the Corporation, at a price ' 
which shall not exceed one-half of tho 
present co3t to the Corporation of said 
generation; and if the Corporation shall 
In future require a greater amount of 
electricity for said Corporation lighting 
purposes, then same shall be supplied by 
the Company at the same rato as above 
provided. 

4. Tho Company shall, within the 
three (3) years from tho final passing 
of this By-law expend on extensions of 
their present undertakings within the 
City of Victoria and surrounding dis- 
tricts a sum of not less than two hun- 
dred and lift}- thousand dollars ($250,- 
000.00) exclusive of tho expenditure pro- 
vided for in Clause 1 (One) of this 
agreement. 

5. If at any time In tho future the 
Corporation shall acquire an additional 
water supply from Sooke Lake or Its 
water shed and have surplus water for 
power purposes to dispose of, the Com- 
pany, if required by tho Corporation, 
shall purchase such surplus water de- 
livered through the pipes of tho Cor- 
poration under a suitable head, at a 
rato to be agreed upon between the 
Company and the Corporation; and in 
the event of the Corporation and tho 
Company falling to agreo upon such 
rate, tho same to bo settled by three ar- 
bitrators, one to bo appointed by each 
party and the two arbitrators to ap- 
point a third, tho whole to be subject 
to the provisions of tho "Arbitration 
Act"; PROVIDED that the Company 
shall not be required to purchase such 
surplus water unless delivered con- 
tinuously and uninterruptedly in units 
of not less than ono thousand (1,000) 
horsepower per day of twenty-four 
hours during tho life of this agreement. 

b. Tno Corporation hereby consent to 
and shall take all steps necessary on 
their part to procure, at the expense of 
the Company, at the next session of tho 
Legislative Assembly of the Provlnco of 
British Columbia, an amendment to be 
mado to Chapter 32 of the Statutes of 
1906, known as "The Municipal Clauses 
Act," In the word3 and llgures follow- 
ing, that is to say: — 

"The said Chapter 32 Is hereby, 
amended by Inserting after Section 50 
the following sections, namely: 

" '50a. Provided that the Municipal 
Council of the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria shall not, whether acting 
under tho authority of this section or 
any other power contained In this or 
any other act, pass any By-law which 
shall have for Its object the raising of 
money far, or the purchasing, acquir- 
ing, constructing, operating or main- 
taining of any works, similar to those 
now carried on by tho British Columbia 
Electric Railway Company, Limited, in 
Victoria, or- by virtue of which tho Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria will 
tiecomo a competitor in tho said busi- 
ness now carried on of tho British Co- 
lumbia Electric Railway Company, Lim- 
ited, in Victoria, until tho Council has, 
by By-law fixed the price which they 
will offer for the property of tho said 
Company, nor. until thirty (30) days 
have elapsed after notice of such price 
shall have been communicated to the 
said Company. 

" •PROVIDED that nothing contained 
herein shall be deemed to In any wlsu 
restrict the right of tho said Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria to authorizo 
any person, firm or company to enter

CHINA'S ARMY PLAN . 

MEE TS DIF FICULTIES 

Pekln, Aug. 20.— Great difficulties 
are being experienced In tho creation 
of China's now army. 'Accordlrig-^.to 
reliable news, the Minister of War 
has made a somewhat disheartening 
report to the Prince Regent. , Hb 
states that In .seven of the principal 
provinces not even ono division of the 
projected army has been organized. 
Chlh-U alone among tho eighteen 
homo provinces Is provided . with- -its 
complement of two divisions, and 
Yunnan, Kiangsu and Ilupeh each 
havo one divison; the other provinces 
have not accomplished anything in tho * 
way of organization. Thus, ono o£ tho 
thirty-six divisions which were to 
have formed the great army, five' only 
have been actually raised. Tieli LianK 
is said, to have attributed this very 
unsatisfactory result to financial 
difficulty. The provinces are. 
unable, or unwilling, to find 
tho necessary 1 funds. Moreover, 
the success of .the metropolitan prov- 
ince In raising and equipping its full 
contingent is somewhat discounted by 
tho fact that ever since tho days of 
Li Hung Chang's- viceroyalty It has 
been conspicuous for the number and 
equipment of Its "local forces. It is 
pointed out .that .had .she. succeeded 
in carrying out her military pro 
gramme, China would have been able 
to put a million men Into tho field 
without any difficulty, but that with 
only five divisions she will not bo, near- 
ly so strong 'as' Japan was 1 before the 
war of 1894-95. . The. commission on 
constitutional reforms is now said to 
be considering- a scheme of compulsory 
service. r
